MANSON HOMILY 
Good and evil in Fitchburg 







The spin was that a group of spunky eighth-graders was rising up 
against the forces of evil, incarnate in that fiend from Fort 
Lauderdale, shock-rock stadium-packer Marilyn Manson. The story 
went out to the press: Manson’s occult antics had met their match in 
the youth of Fitchburg. it’s 8TH-GRADERS Vs. ‘SATANIC ROCKERS’ yelped 
the Boston Herald. The Associated Press hailed the kids for “risking 
a peer-pressure backlash.” 

The uproar over Manson’s Fitchburg concert on February 21 — 
and the efforts of the eighth-graders to keep it from happening — 
was an after-school special waiting to happen. “I condone their 
courage,” their teacher at St. Joseph School, Marilyn Hartigan, told 
AP. “It’s very difficult for young people to come forward with this 
kind of thing. Many have fears about how their peers will react.” 

But by last Sunday, when the pro-Manson and anti-Manson 
crowds gathered for a protest outside the Wallace Civic Center, 
the children’s crusade was being fought in large part by religious 
groups, parents, and politicians — the same coalition that tried to 
ban a variety of CDs two years ago in another rock-is-corrupting- 
our-youth flare-up. 

Among them was State Representative Emile Goguen (D- 
Worcester), who condemned the band in a written appeal to 

Fitchburg’s city councilors as 
.. “disgusting and anti-Christian.” 
Goguen refused to engage in 
: oes discussion with counter-protesters, 
told them he didn’t want to “hear 
from [their] kind,” and threatened 
two young men with arrest unless 
they left the property, says 
Manson fan Tommy Graham, a 
31-year-old tattoo artist.

For the past half-dozen years Ackerley Outdoor Advertising, which 
owns virtually all the billboards in Greater Boston, has posted public- 
service messages sharing the thoughts of great people. Mother Teresa. 
George Washington. Martin Luther King Jr. 

And now L. Ron Hubbard, the late founder of the controversial 
Church of Scientology. 
The Hubbard quote, which until this week was on a 
billboard above Mt. Auburn Street in Belmont, at the 
Cambridge border, is innocuous enough: ON THE DAY 
WHEN WE CAN FULLY TRUST EACH OTHER, THERE WILL BE 

PEACE ON EARTH. — L. RON HUBBARD. Certainly it’s 

more inspirational than Hubbard's 1967 statement 

that “enemies” could be “deprived of property or 
injured by any means by any Scientologist.” (Church 
Officials say that policy was revoked a year later.) 

“| think, from my point of view, it’s not the author, 
it's what's said, it’s the thought,” says Ackerley 
president Lou Nickinello, a former state legislator. 

. It turns out that the Hubbard billboard wasn’t 
actually part of Ackerley’s free public-service campaign, even though it 
had the distinctive blue typeface of all the others, and even though it 
included THIS MESSAGE BROUGHT TO YOU BY THE PEOPLE AT ACKERLEY 
OUTDOOR ADVERTISING. It was a paid message from the Church of 


Scientology.

who are of the age where they are beginning to participate in politics,” 
says Nina Crowley, executive director of the Massachusetts Music 
Industry Coalition, which organized the counter-protest. 

“They set up an aura of violent confrontation that really wasn’t 
there on our side,” says Nate Marini, a senior at Leominster 
High. “I mean, | didn’t wake up thinking | was going to face the 
armies of Christ.” 

Goguen was not availiable for comment on the matter, but his 
legislative aide, Mary LaPerriere, says she is certain her boss 
was not abusive to the counter-protesters. “I can see how 
someone who felt that way about the band would say something 
like that,” she adds. 

But the presence of Goguen, as well as the Knights of Columbus, 
shows that the Eighth-Grade Uprising is actually part of a larger, 
older war. Music censorship is not a new topic in Fitchburg and 
Leominster, where record-store managers now deflect press 
inquiries with the ease of Manhattan publicists. “They tell us not to 
talk to reporters,” said a manager at Strawberries in Leominster, who 
would not give his name. “We get a lot of calls.” 

It’s no wonder. Two years ago, a group of parents — including 
Marilyn Hartigan, the teacher of those spunky eighth-graders — 
lobbied to ban a number of CDs from store shelves, says Crowley. 
The effort failed, in part thanks to lobbying by the American Civil 
Liberties Union and the Recording Industry Association of America. 

Marilyn Manson's “Antichrist Superstar” tour has earned the band 
the status of America’s most disapproved-of band, with efficient 
protests mobilizing around concerts in Nebraska, Oklahoma, and 
Texas. (The protests, needless to say, have not hurt ticket sales.) 

Goguen met with Civic Center general manager Ben Ruggles on 
Tuesday evening, but at press time, the suburb satanists were still 
set to play at Fitchburg’s Wallace Civic Center, which, at press time, 
had sold 3800 of its 4200 seats. 

Although the protests on both sides have been peaceful to date, 
some fans worry that passions will be running high the day of the 
concert. “If the same gregarious Christians come, and if they get 
physical, I’m certain that people who go to a Marilyn Manson concert 
would not be afraid to hit them back,” Marini says.

U2 will Pop by Boston 


To an ailing music industry, a new album and a new tour from 
U2 is like manna from heaven, and the Irish rock superstars are 
obliging. The band’s new album, Pop, is due from Island records 
on March 4, and its tour will begin this April in Las Vegas. 

The “PopMart” tour does include a Boston venue: Foxboro 
Stadium on July 1. (it’s been been five years since U2 has played 
in the area.) Tickets for the show go on sale this Saturday, 
February 15, at the Orpheum Theatre and all Ticketmaster 
locations at 10 a.m. But those who want to be sure of a place in 
line can get wristbands — one per customer — at all 
Ticketmaster locations beginning Thursday at 3 p.m. There are a 
limited number of wristbands, and they guarantee only a decent 
place in line — not a ticket. 

There will also be a European tour (July 18 to September 30), 
as well as a second North American tour beginning in Toronto 
(October 26) and ending in Seattle (December 11). 

‘In the past year, concert sales and music-industry sales in 
general have been flat. Hootie and the Blowfish’s sophomore 
release fared poorly, and even proven superstar acts such as 
R.E.M. and Peari Jam were not the big-money blockbusters 


people expected. Many in the industry see the U2 album and tour 


as a much-needed shot in the arm.

Joe Malone’s 
bad scratch 


Sometimes a story is just a story. But in 
Massachusetts politics, it seems, every new 
wrinkle is really about the 1998 governor's race. 

And so the politicos are abuzz this week 
about a four-part Boston Globe series on the 
Massachusetts lottery — which to them is really 
about the political future of state treasurer Joe 
Malone, one of the leading contenders in that 
race. 

With its depiction of a venal 
and destructive gambling culture 
and a lottery commission that 
employs some dubious methods, 
the series won't exactly help 
Malone, who runs the state 
lottery. The Globe charges the 
treasurer with using the lottery 
payroll for patronage, and leaning 
on employees for political 
contributions. 

On the whole, though, Malone has escaped 
the kind of nuking suffered last year by 
Lieutenant Governor Paul Celiucci, a likely 
Malone opponent in 1998, whose whopping 
debts were detailed by the Globe in another 
exposé. 

The state's political wise guys, meanwhile, 
were quick to spin the impact on Malone’s™ 
chances for the governor's office. 

“Devastating,” proclaimed Democratic 
strategist Michael Goldman, who pointed 
specifically to the charges of patronage. Malone, 
he noted, has carefully built an image as an anti- 
politician, and “when one portrays oneself as 
being different, then one is held to different 
standards.” 

Malone’s camp, meanwhile, counters that he’s 
no more guilty of patronage than any other boss 
who hires trusted friends. 

“It happens everywhere,” says one Malone 
aide. “People who raise [the subject] do so at 
their own peril.” 

Even a politico close to Cellucci guessed the 
series will have little long-term effect on the 
treasurer. “Yeah, he hired his friends,” says the 
source. “But this is Massachusetts, and that’s 
pretty commonplace.”

If the Globe gave Malone more attention than 
he wanted this week, the paper curiously ignored 
a spat between him and US Representative Joe 
Kennedy (D-Brighton) at the end of last week. 

On Friday, Malone sent Kennedy a letter 
warning his potential gubernatorial opponent that 
he'd noticed a “disturbing pattern” in Kennedy's 
fundraising — for instance, the congressman 
returned donations from an Indonesian bank 
linked to the Clinton campaign's fundraising 
corttroversy. 

Malone also cautioned Kennedy about the 
legal pitfalls of transferring funds raised for his 
congressional campaigns to a state campaign 
account. 

In a four-sentence response to Malone’s letter, 
Kennedy sounded less than intimidated. “Thanks 
for your note,” Kennedy wrote. “If | do decide to 
become a candidate for the office of governor in 
1998, rest assured that you'll be among the first 
to know.” 

The Herald duly noted the exchange. But even 

_ though it occurred on Friday, a slow news day, 
the Globe didn't mention it. Why not? One 
thought is that the Globe would have been faced 
with an awkward choice: to tip its hand about the 
upcoming lottery series, which Malone was 
presumably trying to pre-empt with his letter to 
Kennedy, or to keep mum about the series and 
thus run an incomplete story. 

Whatever the case, as 1998 nears the papers 
will be all too full of skirmishes like these. 
Kennedy seemed to acknowledge as much in the 
closing line of his letter: “Let’s stay in touch.”

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Re-Vision House, a big 
white triple-decker with a 
colorful sunrise painted 
above the entrance, is oddly 
chirpy among the drab 
buildings that surround it 
on one of Dorchester’s 
meaner streets. Where the 
other houses on the block 
have weeds, Re-Vision 
House has vegetables and 
fruit trees. Where other 
houses have back porches, 
Re-Vision has a three-story 
mini-greenhouse, where 
residents and their young 
children grow hydroponic 
fruit and vegetables, and 
tend bubbling, waist-high 
tanks full of hefty tilapia. 

And directly across the 
narrow street from the 
white triple-decker, a refuge 
for homeless and at-risk 
young mothers, is the 
vacant lot where a little 
girl’s raped and battered 
body was found back in 
1992. The lot is still vacant, 
underlining the seeming 
incongruity of Re-Vision 
House, and its pretty 
gardens, in a place where 
life can be that ugly. 

Yvonne Miller-Booker, a 
handsome woman with 
short gray hair, milky 
brown eyes, and a dimple in 
her left cheek, opened the 
nonprofit group home in 
1990 to provide 10 
mothers, aged 17 to 22, 
with a safe place to live and 
a new start. She demands 
much of her charges: 
residents have six months to 
turn their lives around, and 
new arrivals must enroll in 
school or a job-training 
course within 30 days. They 
must also attend Re-Vision 
workshops in parenting, 
budgeting, stress 
management, and nutrition. 
If they don’t participate, 
says Miller-Booker, they’re 
out. 

Sometimes it’s a difficult 
adjustment. “Most of these 
young women have had to 
fend for themselves for so 
long,” she says, “they’re not 
accustomed to rules at all.” 
Most of them come around. 
Sixty percent of the

mothers who pass through 
Re-Vision House get their 
GEDs and go on to higher 
education. 

But it’s the back porches 
that make Re-Vision House 
unique. “Being in the city,” 
says Miller-Booker, “I 
realized some of these 
young folks have no 
conception of where food 
comes from, aside from the 
grocery store.” So they feed 
the fish and plant seeds. 
Since Re-Vision sells about 
half of its produce — twice 
a-week, for example, the 
South End restaurant 
Regalia comes by for Re- 
Vision’s mesclun mix — 
the mothers learn business 
skills as well. 

More important, says 
Miller-Booker, the 
greenhouses have a 
therapeutic effect on the 
residents, surrounding 
them with quiet, or with the 
sound of running water. 
And their labor literally 
shows fruit: apples, 
peaches, cherries, and 
grapes, along with the 
tilapia. Some residents, 
initially revolted by the idea 
of raising fish, get so 
attached to their charges 
that they can’t eat them. 
But Miller-Booker, having 


wrung chickens’ necks on 
her mother’s farm in 
Progress, Pennsylvania, has 
little patience for that. 

Behind the house, the 
residents tend to the fruit 
trees and grapevines. There 
is also a garden next door, 
in what was once an ugly 
vacant lot. “All the 
nourishment you need to 
have a healthy baby is 
grown right here,” says 
Miller-Booker. 

When their six months 
are up, some of Re-Vision’s 
mothers move into their 
own apartments. And some 
move right next door. Last 
year, with funds from HUD 
and other donors, Miller- 
Booker opened the Lillie B. 
Miller House, named for 
her own mother, who raised 
seven girls and five boys by 
herself on the farm. The 
once-derelict house 
contains five big 
apartments, each of which 
houses two mothers and 
their children for up to two 
years. 

“A two-parent 
household is not 
necessarily a mother and a 
father,” says Miller- 
Booker. “It can be two 
mothers, and if you have 
two families living 


together, they can share 
their resources and the 
expenses.” Although the 
Lillie B. Miller is new, 
Booker- Miller already 
knows the two-mother 
households will work: she 
herself raised two 
biological and seven foster 
children, some of whom 
became teen mothers. 
When two of her nieces 
had children in their teens, 
she had them move in with 
her and share the burden 
of young motherhood. 
Residents of the Lillie B. 
Miller, like those of Re- 
Vision House, tend the fish 
and the mesclun mix in the 
little greenhouses next door. 
But soon, Booker- Miller 
hopes, they’ll be working in 
a big commercial 
greenhouse, too. Having 
extended the garden on one 
side of Re-Vision, and 
opened the Lillie B. Miller 
home on the other, Miller- 
Booker has her eye on that 
vacant lot across the street. 
“That land should 
belong to us,” Miller- 
Booker says, “in memory 
of that little girl. After what 
happened to her, I can 
think of nothing more 
appropriate than growing 
things on that land.” &

McCarthy opened up the Burren in Somerville’s Davis Square. Sporting an 
impressive mahogany bar, old-timy posters and photos on the walls, and seisiun 
playing every night, the place has been packed ever since (it was unofficial pub 
home to the Riverdance company). Now the McCarthys have got the back room 
ready, a large but intimate space that sports an equally impressive bar and will hold 


up to 200 people. 


It opened February 12 with singer Sean Tyrrell, from the Burren in County Clare; 
the week before, Chieftains fiddier Sean Keane gave it an informal baptism. 
Tommy has an impressive line-up of visitors scheduled, all international artists with 
their own CDs: the eclectic Galway quartet Reeltime on the 25th of this month; 10-

time All-Ireland fiddle champion Seamus Connolly and storyteller Sharon 
Kennedy on the 26th; the infectious Sligo band Dervish on March 12. Not on the official list but a good bet to turn up after appearing at 
the nearby Somerville Theatre are De Dannan (this Saturday, February 15), the Boys of the Lough (March 1), and Solas and Craobh 
Rua (March 15). You might even see the Chieftains when they hit town for their annual St. Patrick’s Symphony Hall gig (March 16) — 
after all, Tommy’s been invited up on stage to play with them, so why shouldn't they drop in to the Burren? 

A quick inspection of the room suggests it will be fully worthy of such august company. Tommy and Sean Abeyta (just off the boat from 


Inishbofin last Friday) offered.up an impromptu fiddle duet when | visited Monday, and the first notes produced a rich, dark, almost churchy 


acoustic. The thrust stage is visible from anywhere in the room, and the bar is easily accessible — expect to see pints being passed along 
from bar to stage in the course of an evening.

Sometimes a critic will let loose with a vol- 
ley of such vituperation that it makes the read- 
er squirm. But then, sometimes the target of 
the onslaught is worthy of every derisive ad- 
jective. According to Joyce Millman, such was 
the case with ABC’s apopleptic epic Amerika. 

“Amerika, the 14-hour, $40 million de- 
piction of the USA under Soviet occupation, 
is a turgid, interminable bore that may well be 
remembered as the film that gave Kris “Heav- 
en’s Gate” Kristofferson the distinction of 
starring in two of the most colossal fiascoes in 
movie-making history. Don’t fret that Ameri- 
ka’s red-baiting will have a negative effect on 
impressionable viewers. Long before this John 
Birch Society wet dream limps into its final 
hour, audiences will have given up on its lum- 
bering pace, its stridently humorless dialogue, 
its shopworn soap intrigue, and the absence of 
even one galvanizing lead character.” 


For those of us who — copious of eyeliner 
and gelled of hair — fell under the spell of 
’80s synth pop, the Human League’s “Don’t 
You Want Me?” has become as anthemic 
and singalong-able as “We’ll Meet Again” 
was to the World. War II crowd. But we 
didn’t take it seriously, did we? M. Howell 
apparently did. 

“*Don’t You Want Me?’ is a danceable, 
vibrant tale of a dissolving romance — told 
from both sides. The man sings that when he 
met his girlfriend she was just a waitress in a 
cocktail bar. Now that they’ve been through 
tough times (when he supported her) and 
she’s a success, she won’t.see him. ‘Don’t 
forget it’s me who put you where you are 
now/And I can put you back there, too,’ he 
rails and then collapses in disbelief: ‘Don’t 


girlfriend’s point of view: ‘I was working as a 
waitress in a cocktail bar/That much is 
true... .’ The song makes us understand 
both sides of the predicament. We see that 
the man finds the breakup incomprehensible, 
whereas the woman views it as necessary.” 


2 Grandparental advisory 

years ago: February 15, 1977 

Seventies songs might seem tame com- 
pared to some contemporary hits (“Tell me 
what’s on your mind/When your tongue’s in 
the pussy”), but “sexually explicit lyrics” still 
got Ken Emerson hot under the collar. 

“How charming, I thought: four girls were 
strolling down my street last summer and pret- 
tily harmonizing to the music wafting from the 
transistor radio one of them clutched. But as I 
passed them, these were the words I over- 
heard: ‘Thinking of you’s working up my ap- 
petite/Looking forward to a little afternoon 
delight/Rubbing sticks and stones together 
makes the sparks ignite/And the thought of 
rubbing you is getting so exciting.’” 


2 News of the whirled 

years ago: February 15, 1972

— seems to be written in a foreign (if not 
alien) tongue.

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Eugene Genovese 
began his journey 
as a Communist 
Party organizer in 
his native Brooklyn. 
Decades later, 

he is a renowned 
historian and one 
of the Left’s most 
ardent critics.

EUGENE GENOVESE DIDN’T want to be an in- 
tellectual. In fact, he didn’t even want to go to col- 
lege. At the age of 17, the future historian and aca- 
demic controversialist was a member of the Com- 
munist Party in Brooklyn and training to be a trade- 
union organizer. He wasn’t looking to be anything 
else. “I really wanted to be an organizer. And be- 
lieve it or not, I was very good at it,” he says. “In 
fact, I was such a whizbang as an organizer that 
they made an exception for me and let me join the 


Party before I was 18.” 


All Genovese wanted was to organize, but his fa- 
ther insisted on college, and the Party agreed. “My 
Party comrades said a college education would be a 
useful tool,” he recalls. “So I went, but I knew I 
was going out there to be a Party organizer, a union 
organizer. I was a working-class kid, and I was 
rather anti-intellectual. As far as I was concerned, 
intellectuals were people who talked a lot, and when 
they went in to do a job they screwed up.” 


Whatever the Party might have wanted, 
Genovese did go on to become an intellectu- 
al, albeit a persistently unconventional one 
whose work has made him among the most 
esteemed figures in his profession, and 
among the most unpopular. His first book, 
The Political Economy of Slavery (1965), 
startled liberal historians of the American 
“consensus” by insisting that the antebellum 
South had little in common, culturally or 
economically, with the market-driven North. 
And his second, The World the Slaveholders 
Made (1969), offered a provocatively sym- 
pathetic account of George Fitzhugh, the 
Old South’s leading proslavery apologist, 
whiie investigating the relationship between 
the South’s economic system and its domi- 
nant cultural values. With these works, Gen- 
ovese almost single-handedly made Marxist 
history respectable, to the point that C. Vann 
Woodward would write in 1971, “The ar- 
rival of Eugene Genovese on the American 
academic scene marks a significant change.” 
But it was the publication of Roll, Jordan, 
Roll, in 1974, which brought Genovese the 
greatest renown. 

With sweeping drama and detail, Gen- 
ovese showed how the plantation system 
was shaped by the slaves as well as the 
slaveholders, and depicted a highly complex 
slave society, which depended upon both 
accommodation and resistance to the mas- 
ter class. In doing so, Genovese laid to rest 
the notion that slaves had been so brutalized 
by their experience that they were unable to 
develop a culture of their own. 

Roll, Jordan, Roll remains among the most 
widely read works of American history. But 
Genovese himself is no longer the central fig- 
ure among historians that he once was. His 
long journey from an uncompromising 
Marxism to an equally uncompromising 
brand of cultural conservatism has brought 
him to the periphery of his mostly left-of- 
center profession. His recent scholarly writ- 
ings are unfamiliar to many historians, and 
even his earlier work seems in danger of be- 
ing eclipsed by his bitter polemics against po- 
litical correctness and multiculturalism in the 
pages of such publications as the New Re- 
public and the National Review. Genovese, 
who is now retired from his position at the 
University Center in Atlanta, remains a seri- 


ous historian, and the upcoming publication 
of The Mind of the Master Class, the history 
of the slaveholders he and his wife, Elizabeth 
Fox-Genovese, have been working on since 
the early ’80s, should remind everyone of 
that. But at the moment, “historian” seems 
not to be the first word that comes to mind 
when his name is mentioned. 

“I think that there’s a whole generation of 
scholars who were not there in the late ’60s 
and the ’70s who don’t even want to look at 
Roll, Jordan, Roll because of Genovese’s 
later political positions,” says Robin Kelley 
of NYU. “I think the book is brilliant, but 
when I tell people that Roll, Jordan, Roll 
was for black history what E.P. Thompson’s 
The Making of the English Working Class 
was for working-class history, they look at 
me like I’m crazy.” 

And what are the recent political positions 
that have made Genovese’s work so hard to 
see? One might begin with his most contro- 
versial essay of recent years, “The Ques- 
tion,” which appeared in Dissent’s summer 
1994 issue. The article was a public recan- 
tation of Genovese’s long-held Marxism 
and a broad indictment of the Left for its 
willingness to tolerate the crimes of Stalin 
and Mao and for its refusal “to subject our 
basic premises to stern review.” It was also, 
and perhaps more significantly, an attack on 
multiculturalism, feminism, and political . 
correctness, all of which Genovese depicted 
as dominating “deranged and degraded col- 
lege campuses.” 

From there, one might look at Genovese’s 
passionate defense of Dinesh D’Souza’s 
Illiberal Education, in which Genovese 
lamented “the atrocities that ravage our 
campuses,” labeled political correctness “a 
new McCarthyism, in some ways more ef- 
fective and vicious than the old,” and, most 
strikingly, called for the “unleashing [of] 
counterterrorism against cowardly adminis- 
trators and their complicit faculty.” 

Then there are his many essays seeking to 
rehabilitate the importance of Christianity 
for any serious politics, claiming greatness 
for any number of Old South intellectuals, 
defending the doctrine of states’ rights, and 
attacking what he has called the “reigning 
moral degeneracy and irresponsible individ- 
ualism that are paraded as ‘alternate life- 








styles.’ ” On top of this, place the seemingly 
endless series of stories circulating in the 
academy about Genovese’s alleged temper, 
his vindictiveness, and his ideological abso- 
lutism, and Genovese’s marginalization 
from the academy comes to seem more in- 
evitable than surprising. 

Still, the common view of Genovese as an 
embittered reactionary is hardly a complete 
or accurate one. His recent essay collection 
The Southern Front (Missouri, 1995) con- 
tains an elegant and thoughtful defense of 
Communist historian Herbert Aptheker and 
a respectful call for some form of black na- 
tionalism. And perhaps most importantly, 
Genovese’s abandonment of socialism has 
not made him a partisan of the free market: 
“I ....am no more enamored of capitalism 
than I ever was,” he wrote in 1994, in call- 
ing for “one or another form of social cor- 
poratism.” Genovese’s story is not, then, the 
story of how a committed socialist evolved 
into a Wall Street Journal-style pundit. It’s 
the story of how a contentious and restless 
intellectual moved from the milieu of the 
Communist Party to the milieu of Southern 
conservatism while remaining very much 
the same man.

VEN TODAY, Genovese uses the word 

“bourgeois” as an epithet. Born in 
1930, he grew up in the working-class 
neighborhood of Bensonhurst, in Brooklyn, 
New York. His father, Dominick, and his 
mother, Lena, were both the children of 
immigrants from Sicily. Eugene and his 
brother, Bob, were the only Italian kids on 
their block who didn’t speak Italian, 
though. Their father refused to teach them. 

Dominick Genovese worshiped FDR, 
and though he was not a radical, he was, in 
Eugene’s words, “proud of being a working 
man, and he hated the bosses.” His son 
shared those feelings. “Look, I grew.up in a 
house that was very class-conscious,” Gen- 
ovese says. “And as an eight-year-old kid, I 
hated the bosses with a passion that only an 
eight-year-old kid can feel, and it took 
many years to overcome it.” That he tells 
me this as he and I sit in the comfortable 
living room of his elegantly furnished At- 
lanta home seems at once incongruous and 
yet appropriate. After all, membership in

the working class has never been something 
American parents have sought to pass on to 
their children. 

Given Genovese’s background, the Com- 
munist Party had little trouble convincing 
him to join. He left the Church, started go- 
ing to nightly meetings of the Communist 
front organization American Youth for 
Democracy, and spent the summers running 
floating picket lines in Manhattan’s fur dis- 
trict for Party unions. “We had to send in 
flying squads to keep the places closed,” he 
says. “I was just a kid, but I was told, ‘Noth- 
ing goes in and nothing goes out. We don’t 
want to hear any excuses, and if you wind 
up in jail, we know nothing about it.’” 

The clarity of that approach must have 


appealed to Genovese. No complaining was 
allowed. Everyone was expected to do the 
tasks they had accepted responsibility for. 
No one held your hand. Party organizing 
was the same way. 

So, too, was college. Genovese entered 
Brooklyn College in 1948, and he still 
speaks of his time there with reverence. 
“Brooklyn College was mainly working- and 
lower-middle-class kids, and boy, it was 
good,” he says. “Most of the students were 
hard-driving, and it was full of professors 
who were slave drivers. They were magnifi- 
cent. They were there to shake you up. They 
were there to create the most hostile envi- 
ronment possible, and anyone who whined 
about it would have been thrown out.” 


JOHNNY CRAWFORD 
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Initially, Genovese spent as much time 
politicking as he did studying. In 1948, as 
the Cold War began to alter the fabric of 
American life, Genovese was an open 
member of the Communist Party, serving 
on the school’s college council as the Par- 
ty’s official spokesman. In 1950, though, 
his political career precipitately fell apart 
when the Party expelled him. Genovese had 
violated Party discipline, and in retaliation, 
the Party brought charges of anti-Semitism 
and “white chauvinism” against him. 

Julius Jacobson, a former classmate who 
remembers Genovese as “the leading intel- 
lectual Stalinist on campus,” says that “the 
whole thing was the usual Stalinist frame- 
up.” He adds: “God knows what was be- 
hind it.” 

Genovese, for his part, remains under- 
standing of the Party’s decision. “I zigged 
when I should have zagged,” he says. “The 
Party was taking an ultra-left line, and I 
knew it was suicidal. But look, I was a very 
neurotic kid, and I behaved in a very undis- 
ciplined, even childish way. I wouldn’t have 
respected them if they hadn’t booted me.” 

At age 20, Genovese’s career as an orga- 
nizer was over. His friends and comrades 
stopped talking to him. “It was traumatic,” 
he says. “I was a dedicated young Commu- 
nist, and this was like being excommunicat- 
ed from the Catholic Church.” 

The excommunication, though, freed 
him to become an academic. By his senior 
year, the former anti-intellectual had decid- 
ed to become a historian. The distinguished 
economic historian Hans Rosenberg, who 
despised Marxism but respected Gen- 
ovese’s commitment to it nonetheless, con- 
vinced Genovese that the Southern slave- 
holders represented a perfect case study of 
“how a ruling class really rules,” and that 
the South, therefore, was the ideal place to 
figure out if a Marxist analysis could really 
explain what it was meant to explain. 

In the early 50s, Genovese served briefly 
in the US Army, where he passed much of 
the time teaching himself Italian by reading 
Gramsci. When the Army purged itself of 
political undesirables following the Army- 
McCarthy hearings, Genovese was hastily 


given a general discharge (which was later

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upgraded to an honorable one). 

In 1955, he entered Columbia on the GI 
Bill, where he worked with the historian 
Frank Tannenbaum, whose book Slave and 
Citizen was already an acknowledged clas- 
sic. Astonishingly, Genovese turned in a 
manuscript of more than 600 pages for his 
dissertation on the Southern master class 
and saw it rejected, and then went back 
and wrote a substantially different one. 

“The story was that there were two fac- 
ulty members on the committee who said 
they would not sign any Marxist disserta- 
tions,” Genovese says. “But David Donald 
and Richard Morris also said that I was 
trying to run before I could walk. Modesty 
was not one of my strong points.” 

Eventually, the reactionaries were re- 
moved from the committee, and the second 
version of his dissertation was accepted. Be- 
cause of his onetime Party membership, 
Genovese never expected to get an academic 
job. But in 1958, Brooklyn Polytechnic In- 
stitute offered him a position. And five years 
later, he moved on to Rutgers. When he ar- 
rived there, Genovese went out of his way to 
make sure that the school understood the 

. nature of his politics. Years later, his depart- 
ment chair assured him, “I’m not interested 
in your religion.” 


HE MID and late 60s were as turbulent 

for Genovese as they were for the na- 
tion. He would publish two major books, 
feud publicly with the New Left, support 
the antiwar movement, get married and di- 
vorced more than once, and do all this 
while undergoing psychoanalysis. There 
were also the death threats. 

In 1965, before the US Marines had 
landed at Da Nang, Genovese spoke at a 
Rutgers teach-in on Vietnam and said: “I 
do not fear or reject the impending Viet- 
cong victory in Vietnam. I welcome it.” 

For the John Birch Society and assorted 
other right-wing groups, this was tanta- 
mount to treason; soon enough the threats 
poured in. Before long, Genovese had also

become a major issue in the 1965 New Jer- 
sey gubernatorial campaign. The Demo- 
cratic incumbent, Richard Hughes, took 
the position that Genovese’s statements fell 
under the rubric of academic freedom. His 
Republican opponent called for Genovese’s 
immediate removal, and brought in 
Richard Nixon to lead the charge. Nixon 
traveled around the state attacking Gen- 
ovese. Hughes won. Genovese stayed. 


ESPITE THE considerable upheaval 

about him, Genovese’s scholarly work 
steadily accumulated. The Political Econo- 
my of Slavery, published by Paatheon in 
1965, challenged prevailing views of the 
Civil War as either the product of irre- 
pressible moral conflict or a pointless shed- 
ding of blood that could have been pre- 
vented by more adept'statesmanship. In- 
stead, Genovese insisted that the South 
was bound to collide with the North, since 
slave owning “imparted to Southern life a 
special social, economic, political, ideologi- 
cal, and psychological content.”

Using reams of comparative data, Gen- 
ovese showed that slaveholders were more 
concerned with the maintenance of slavery 
than with increased efficiency and produc- 
tivity. Compared with farmers in the 
North, for example, they produced little 
milk and raised rather lean hogs. And they 
often ignored simple innovations in soil 
fertilization and crop rotation that would 
have increased their profits. Most of all, 
Genovese argued, the slaveholders were 
not “merely ordinary capitalists who hap- 
pened to have money in slaves”; they had a 
distinctive set of values, and they believed 
in them deeply. 

While some critics took Genovese to 
task for underplaying the importance of 
race — a criticism that would be echoed 
throughout his career — the historian 
David Potter called the book “one of the 
landmarks of Southern historiography . . . 
one of those books that rearrange basic 
concepts,” while the Nation praised it for 
“showing Marxism to be a useful tool for 
historical analysis.” 

Remarkably, Genovese’s Marxism did 
not prevent him from admiring the South- 
ern planters, who captivated him with their 
evident seriousness of purpose and their 
rejection of the cash nexus as the arbiter of 
life. “Theirs was an aristocratic, antibour- 
geois spirit with values and mores empha- 
sizing family and status, a strong code of 
honor, and aspirations to luxury, ease, and 
accomplishment,” he wrote. “The planter 
typically recoiled at the notion that profit 
should be the goal of life.” 

To some of his critics, Genovese’s admi- 
ration for the slaveholders implied that he 
would have supported them politically. His 
response, at the time, published in an aca- 
demic journal, is instructive: 


In irreconcilable contradictions, as 
Comrade Stalin, who remains dear to 
some of us for the genuine accomplish- 
ments that accompanied his crimes, 
clearly understood, it is precisely the 
most admirable, manly, principled, 
and, by their own lights, moral oppo- 
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nents who have to be killed; the others 
can be frightened or bought. 


Similarly, in an essay published in Jn 
Red and Black (1971): “If a radical region- 
al revolution and the genuine liberation of 
black people were to be effected, the slave- 
holders as a class would have had to be ex- 
terminated.” Understanding how a ruling 
class ruled, in other words, and recogniz- 
ing the degree to which the worldview of 
that class was internally consistent and 
subjectively moral, was not the same as 
sanctioning what Genovese called “an ob- 
jectively immoral system.” It was possible 
to respect the slaveholders and still believe 
that they needed to be done away with. 


ITH THE exceptions of Herbert 

Aptheker and perhaps William Apple- 
man Williams, Genovese was the first seri- 
ous American historian to consider himself a 
Marxist. But from the beginning of his intel- 
lectual career, Genovese was resolutely op- 
posed to the dogma of economic determin- 
ism. In the preface to The World the Slave- 
holders Made, he insisted on “the necessity 
to recognize that ideas, once called into be- 
ing and rooted in important social groups, 
have a life of their own.” In other words, 
culture was not reducible to class. More im- 
portantly, this implied that a struggle over 
ideas and over culture was essential to any 
attempt to transform society. 

Genovese’s emphasis on culture was es- 
pecially evident in his acceptance of a black- 
nationalist interpretation of black identity. 
“American blacks constitute not so much a 
class as a nation,” Genovese told a Boston- 
area gathering of Students for a Democratic 
Society in 1968. On another occasion, he 
praised black jazzmen for “demonstrating 
that black jazz and white jazz are not, and 
could not be, quite the same.” And he ar- 
gued that black people had to “play the 
main role in the formation of [their] own in- 
telligentsia and national culture” (though he 
also insisted that the idea that only blacks 
could teach black: history was an “ideologi- 
cally fascist position”). 
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In light of Genovese’s contemporary attacks 
on what he terms “the Left’s program for the 
Balkanization of the American nation,” his en- 
dorsement of a black-nationalist politics may 
seem surprising, but, in fact, his position has 
been remarkably consistent over time. Gen- 
ovese has always believed that the situation of 
black Americans is unique, both culturally and 
politically; what is true of them is not true of 
any other racial or ethnic group. As he put it 
in a recent piece in the New Republic, “[A] 
case can justly be made for a measure of black 
autonomy that cannot be made with the same 
justice for any other group in America.” 

In making that case, of course, Genovese 
departed considerably from the tenets of 
traditional Marxism. To.assume that black 
assembly-line workers and black members 
of the upper middle class share a common 
culture is to assume that race can be more 
important than class in structuring one’s 
experience of the world. And to endorse the 
goals of black nationalism is to assume that 
one’s racial identity should continue to be 
more important, both culturally and politi- 
cally, than one’s class position. 

Genovese himself would have rejected 
the idea that black nationalism was neces- 
sarily opposed to a class-based politics. But 
if nothing else, his early embrace of black 
nationalism shows that for him, tradition 
and custom always bear down heavily upon 
the living. A people’s beliefs are shaped as 
much by the past — by the traditions of 
family, community, and church — as by 
the present. And as a result, social change 
cannot occur without great resistance. Like 
his love of order and clarity, Genovese’s 
belief in the endurance of culture is a key to 
understanding the person he has become. 


EYE WHILE he was burrowing through 
rchives to research Roll, Jordan, Roll, 
Genovese was also deeply enmeshed in the 
antiwar movement and in his struggles with 
the New Left. Although he respected the 
moverent’s recognition that culture mat- 
tered, mostly he was scornful of ’60s-era 
radicalism. 

“What I always hated about the New Left 
was its lack of political seriousness,” he 
says. To Genovese, the New Left was more 
interested in personal liberation than in the 
disciplined effort required to achieve revo- 
lutionary, and sustainable, social change. 
The movement’s faith in participatory 
democracy challenged everything he be- 
lieved about the importance of, and need 
for, authority and hierarchy. Its view of his- 
tory and of the future he thought naive. 

Then, of course, there was Staughton 
Lynd. 

Lynd was an assistant professor of Amer- 
ican history at Yale, an early activist in the 
civil-rights and antiwar movements, and 
the author of numerous essays on Ameri- 
can radicalism. Lynd’s politics were in the 
best tradition of homegrown American 
egalitarianism, inflected by a Quaker faith. 

“When I first met him, I thought the 
world of him, and I believed, as a lot of 
people did, that he was going to be the fu- 
ture,” Genovese says. “But if you decide 
someone’s going to be the Messiah and he 
disappoints you, it’s not his fault. In time, I 
hated everything he stood for as I came to 
know it. He was really one of the most ap- 
pallingly self-righteous people I have ever 
met in my life.” 

Genovese and Lynd clashed over tactics, 
over theory, over morality, and over schol- 
arship, most notably when Genovese pub- 
lished an absolutely scathing piece on Lynd 
in the New York Review of Books, in 
September 1968. Genovese called Lynd’s 
book The Intellectual Origins of American 
Radicalism “a travesty of history,” and 
wrote that Lynd’s politics led him “to do vi- 
olence to almost every historical question 
he touches.” 

Why the anger? Lynd’s attempt to dis- 
cover the ancestors for what he called “the 
existential radicalism of today,” and his 
open admission that his real concerns were 
“ahistorical,” were tailor-made to incite 
Genovese’s wrath. So was Lynd’s claim that 
slavery was wrong in all times and places; in 
Genovese’s view, this sort of thinking ig- 
nored the necessary role that slavery played 
in the historical development of capitalism. 

In a later exchange in the New York Re- 
view’s letter pages, Genovese expressed “a 
deep abhorrence” for Lynd’s politics, and

said that Lynd’s attempt to apply an “abso- 
lute morality” to political questions ended up 
serving as “an incitement to totalitarian vio- 
lence.” Given Lynd’s explicit commitment to 
pacifism, this was a remarkable contention. 

The substantive differences between 
Lynd’s and Genovese’s politics were gen- 
uine. At the same time, the real problem 
seems to have been stylistic — or cultural, 
if you will — as much as anything else. 
Genovese himself suggests this may be so. 

“Lynd was a bourgeois academic, a 
WASP,” he says. “Maybe it’s just the dif- 
ference between a WASP and a Sicilian.” 
What that seems to have meant in practice 
is that Lynd’s more reticent and circumlo- 
cutory style struck Genovese as conde- 
scending and insulting. Genovese’s in- 
your-face approach must have hit Lynd 
similarly hard. Today, Lynd says of the 
New York Review of Books piece, “It really 
stuck under my skin. This struck me as the 
kind of thing Marx wrote when he really 
wanted to wipe someone off the map.” 

In December 1969, Genovese and Lynd 
clashed again, this time at the American 
Historical Association’s annual convention. 
In what Genovese labels “a cheap factional 
ploy,” Lynd had been put forward as a can- 
didate for president of the association on a 
platform that would have committed the 
AHA to coming out against the war in Viet- 
nam. Genovese was unremittingly opposed 
to the war, and had been since it began. 
But he led the successful effort to reject 
both the platform and Lynd on the grounds 
that professional organizations should not 
have ideological criteria for membership. In 
what might be seen as a moment rich with 
foreshadowing, Genovese, at that time the 
most important radical historian in Ameri- 
ca, gave a rousing speech to a divided hall. 
The heated cries of support that filled the 
room came from people with whom Gen- 
ovese had nothing in common politically. 
But he remained convinced that the need to 
keep the profession free from ideological 
criteria for membership outweighed other 
concerns. As he says now, “I go to conven- 
tions to meet people I disagree with.” 


N 1968 and ’69, Lynd and the AHA were 

hardly the only important matters on 
Genovese’s mind. He was dating Elizabeth 
Fox, a graduate student at Harvard whom 
he later married. And he was also in the 
midst of a two-year appointment at Sir 
George Williams University, in Montreal, 
where he received death threats once again. 
This time, however, the threats apparently 
came from the Left, and not the Right. 

In the winter of 1969, the campus Left at 
Sir George Williams rose up and called for 
the removal of a professor who had been 
accused of racism. Along the way, students 
burned the school’s computer center and 
generally created havoc on campus. A 
group of professors on the Left, including 
Genovese, refused to support what he 
would later call “reactionary nihilism mas- 
querading as revolutionary action.” As a re- 
sult, they were labeled traitors to the cause. 

“It’s an interesting experience to walk 
around campus and see signs with your pic- 
ture on them labeled ENEMY OF THE PEOPLE:

WANTED DEAD OR ALIVE,” says Genovese. 
“But not for a night, not one night, did I 
lose sleep because of it.” 

Eventually, it was revealed that the leader 
of the student activists belonged to the 
campus conservative party, and was not, as 
he had claimed to be, a Maoist. Genovese 
and his colleagues emerged unscathed. 
They were also confirmed:in their attitudes 
toward student radicalism. 

“I didn’t think anything was going to 
happen,” Genovese says. “People who are 
advertising that they are going to kill you 
aren’t dangerous. It’s the people sitting 
alone in their rooms brooding that you 
worry about.” 

The summer after the Sir George 
Williams crisis, Genovese and Elizabeth 
Fox were married, and that fall they moved 
to the University of Rochester, where Gen- 
ovese had been appointed chairman of the 
history department. He would remain there 
for more than a decade. It was during his 
first years at Rochester that Genovese com- 
pleted work on Roll, Jordan, Roll, which 
was published in 1974. 


HE BOOK, which synthesized hard facts 

about life in the slave quarters, the fields, 
and the churches with a provocative inter- 
pretation of the planters’ means of control, 
was social history on a grand scale. Perhaps 
its most important feat was refuting an argu- 
ment the historian Stanley Elkins had ad- 
vanced in his 1959 book Slavery. According 
to Elkins, the slaves had been crushed by 
slavery just as concentration camp inmates 
had been crushed by their ordeal; thus the 
demeaning figure of Sambo was not a racist 
stereotype but rather an accurate depiction 
of what slavery had done to black Ameri- 
cans. After Roll, Jordan, Roll, Elkins’s posi- 
tion was impossible to take seriously. 

More positively, Genovese showed how 
slaves transformed the custom of receiving 
pay for work on Sundays into something 
approaching a right, and how those slaves 
who received surnames did so only at their 
own insistence. Surprisingly often, he ar- 
gued, slaves refused to be whipped and got 
away with it. The underlying point, for 
Genovese, was that slave society was funda- 
mentally a “paternalist” one in which slaves 
and slaveholders accepted that each group 
had specific rights and specific duties to- 
ward the other. 

And although Genovese recognized the 
importance of coercion, he insisted that by 
itself, coercion could not explain why black 
slaves defended a white woman from a 
drunken Union soldier on the streets of 
Charleston, South Carolina, or why a 
young master wrote an eight-page letter 
describing his sorrow at the death of his 
servant. In Roll, Jordan, Roll, Genovese 
tried to take slaves and slaveholders at their 
word when they described their own expe- 
riences. His argument was not that the 
slaves had reconciled themselves to their 
oppression, but rather that they had recog- 
nized the need to construct a real life with- 
in it. For Genovese, nothing was more im- 
portant in this regard than slave religion. 
The church served as a source of cultural 
unity and consolation for the slaves, even if 
it was devoid of any revolutionary spirit. 
Genovese’s emphasis on slave religion led 
C. Vann Woodward to describe the book 
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as “preeminently the religious history of a 
people.” 

Upon its publication, Roll, Jordan, Roll 
was widely praised by the historical estab- 
lishment; it was acclaimed by Woodward in 
the New York Review of Books, David Brion 
Davis in the New York Times, and David 
Donald in Commentary. Yet Genovese’s re- 
liance on the idea of paternalism — which 
he derived from Gramsci’s notion of hege- 
mony — to explain the successful function- 
ing of a slave society struck some of his 
critics as tendentious. Was the slaves’ con- 
sent, however tentative, necessary to keep 
the system afloat? Were coercion and the 
impossibility of successful revolt not 
enough to keep the slaves in line? These 
were hard questions to answer. And Gen- 
ovese made things more difficult for himself 
by saving an extended discussion of slave 
rebellions for a later book, a decision that 
made him appear to be shortchanging the 
importance of both slave resistance and 
slaveholder violence. 

NYU’s Robin Kelley, though, thinks the 
attacks on the book are misplaced. “I think 
a lot of people misread the book,” he says. 
“Force is a central theme throughout. I 
don’t think Genovesé is arguing that it was 
cultural hegemony — as opposed to force 
— but that force backs up the kind of cul- 
tural and social consent that’s required not 
only for a plantation to run but for it to be- 
come a family. The book shows how much 
African peoples’ resistance really shaped the 
system of consent and really defined the 
whole plantation culture.” 

Resistance, in the form of day-to-day 
struggles, is there in Roll, Jordan, Roll, but 
Genovese was always more skeptical of the 
political value of everyday forms of resis- 
tance than his New Left colleagues (and 
their cultural-studies descendants). Collec- 
tively organized violence, directed toward.a 
concrete goal, could be progressive. Ran- 
dom and unorganized violence, whether 
against people or things, was indistinguish- 
able from what Genovese termed “antiso- 
cial and nihilistic action.” 


HE COLLAPSE of the revolutionary 

hopes of the ’60s forced many radicals to 
reconsider their politics. For Genovese, how- 
ever, the future still belonged to the Left. In 
1978, he and the historian Warren Susman 
co-founded the journal Marxist Perspectives. 
Where in the 60s Genovese had seen Marx- 
ist academics as almost universally unsophis- 
ticated in their work, he and Susman now 
proclaimed in their editorial statement that 
“Marxism as an intellectual force has come 
of age in the United States.” Somewhat sur- 
prisingly, at least to anyone who knew Gen- 
ovese, the statement held that MP would not 
be a place “for political partisanship and fac- 
tional polemics.” The ambition that had al- 
ways characterized Genovese’s work was not 
absent, though. The statement described 
Marxism’s task as “putting the world back 
together,” and added, “We regard this strug- 
gle to reintegrate the world as an inescapable 
moral duty.” 

That struggle may have failed, but the 
journal did succeed in publishing some of 
the most interesting and sophisticated left- 
wing thinkers around, including Eric Fon- 
er, E. Ann Kaplan, Etienne Balibar, Alexan- 
der Saxton, and Michael Taussig. MP’s 
subject matter ranged widely, and interest-

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ingly enough, the journal defined “the his- 
toric struggle for women’s rights and the 
shaky response of the Left to it” as one of 
its principal concerns. Nearly every issue 
featured an article by a non-Marxist writer, 
sometimes a conservative one, under the 
heading “From the Other Shore,” and 
these pieces often presented intriguing re- 
considerations of the Western philosophi- 
cal tradition from the Right. 

Marxist Perspectives came to an abrupt 
end in 1980, after Genovese learned that 
he had what at the time appeared to be a 
serious heart condition. The journal’s 
demise owed just as much, however, to the 
diminishing prospects for radical political 
change. Genovese and Marxist Perspectives 
had staked a great deal of hope on the suc- 
cess of Eurocommunism, the reform 
movement that had brought Communist 
parties in Italy, France, and elsewhere 
around to the view that parliamentary 
democracy was their best route to power. 
When the promise of electoral victory in 
Europe failed, the journal seemed increas- 
ingly irrelevant. 

“We always knew that in the long run, we 
didn’t want to publish just another journal,” 
Genovese says now. “We wanted it to have a 
real impact. Once the Eurocommunist 
movement unraveled, and we looked at the 
situation at home, it didn’t seem like there 
was any point in continuing.” 

Once again, however, Genovese did not 
lose faith in Marxism. In 1983, he and 
Elizabeth Fox-Genovese published Fruits of 
Merchant Capital, a volume of essays that 
historian Peter Kolchin termed “more self- 
consciously Marxist than any other major 
work by recent American historians.” And 
all through the Reagan years, Genovese be- 
lieved that the Soviet Union might revive 
itself. Even today, he says, “The real test 
would have come if Andropov had lived. 
He would have been a great leader.” 

Still, the collapse of Marxist Perspectives 
did usher in a new phase of Genovese’s 
life. In the ’80s, Fox-Genovese became a 


national figure for her research.on antebel- 
lum Southern women and for her stinging 
critiques of contemporary feminism and its 
“bourgeois individualism.” In 1986 she be- 
gan teaching at Emory University, in At- 
lanta. Genovese followed four years later, 
taking up a position as Distinguished 
Scholar-in-Residence at Atlanta’s Universi- 
ty Center. For some time Genovese had 
immersed himself in the traditions of 
Southern conservatism, and had been 
friendly with a number of Southern intel- 
lectuals, including John Shelton Reed and 
M.E. Bradford. But it was with his move to 
Georgia that the Brooklyn-born historian 
became an actual Southerner. 
& 

ND A Catholic. Today, at age 66, after 

50 years of atheism, Genovese is going 
to church again. His wife converted to 
Catholicism in 1995, and Genovese began 
accompanying her to Mass soon after. 

“I’m a proper, traditional husband, so I 
went,” he says. “And what surprised me 
was how comfortable I felt. How at home, 
I mean.” 

He’s not very forthcoming about the de- 
tails of what has to be called, strangely 
enough, a conversion. But he does say that 
he now finds atheism intellectually uncon- 
vincing, of all things. 

Oddly enough, Genovese’s conversion 
might give some comfort to his critics. In 
1994 Mitchell Cohen wrote in Dissent that 
“[Genovese] seems to be en route from 
one belief system to another when a little 
agnosticism might be in order.” At the 
time, Genovese took Cohen to task for this 
conclusion. 

“When I write on religion I always care- 
fully identify myself as an atheist,” he 
pointed out. “I wish [Cohen] would identi- 
fy that other belief system.” 

In retrospect, it is apparent that Cohen 
saw Genovese more clearly than Genovese 
saw himself. It also seems clear that what 
Cohen was seeking from Genovese was pre- 
cisely what he was not going to find, namely 
an acceptance of uncertainty and the possi- 
bility of a pragmatic approach to existence.

EVER AGNOSTIC. To many of his 

critics, Genovese’s career is largely a 
case study in the misadventures of an intol- 
erant absolutist. And given the fierce 
rhetoric that he has hurled from both sides 
of the political spectrum, it’s easy enough 
to see why. But in many respects, Gen- 
ovese’s conviction that there is an ultimate 
truth has made him more, and not less, tol- 
erant of those he has disagreed with. After 
all, if the truth is an absolute, if it exists out 
there, then someone who attacks your poli- 
tics is not attacking you personally so 
much as he or she is attacking the truth it- 
self. Genovese’s faith in an objective truth, 
then, has often led him to take his oppo- 
nents seriously. Indeed, the more uncom- 
promising their attacks — the more seri- 
ous their own convictions — the better. 
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Of the slaveholders, he says: “I was im- 
mediately struck by how serious they were. I 
was also taken by their critique of capital- 
ism. I realized they were serious people. 
They were not cream puffs.” As for Mus- 
solini, he “was a Marxist and he was a good 
one. He was not some college boy.” Even 
Goebbels, he says, was “a remarkable man. 
I have a very deep grudging admiration for 
that son of a bitch. The Nazis took them- 
selves seriously as socialists. They wanted a 
politically controlled and directed economy, 
and they were dead serious about it.” 

Today Genovese speaks in similar terms 
of his old foes on the Left, such as the 
Weathermen revolutionaries of the ’60s 
and the anti-Stalinist Shachtmanite social- 
ists with whom he once clashed at Brook- 
lyn College. 

Of the Shachtmanites, he says, “They 
were very active and very tough. Boy, they 
were tough guys. I respected them. I 
thought they were crazy, but I respected 
them.” 

We’re sitting in upholstered recliners in 
his book-lined den when I ask him if he had 
been ready to kill the people he respected if 
the revolution had required it. He answers 
without hesitation: “Of course. We all un- 
derstood that. It wasn’t personal.” 

The firm distinction Genovese draws be- 
tween the personal and the political may 
make little sense to those who have been on 
the receiving end of his often brutal attacks, 
such as Staughton Lynd. But it’s impossible 
to understand the trajectory of his life, and 
in particular the trajectory of his relationshir 
to the academy, without understanding how 
important that distinction is to him. It’s also 
impossible to grasp his vehement hostility to 
‘today’s academic Left without understand- 
ing how he believes its members have erod- 
ed that distinction in their behavior — to 
the point where, for Genovese as much as 
his opponents, the personal is now political 
and the political is personal. Oddly enough, 
he believes this is a mistake that previous 
generations of even the most ultra-sectarian

Leftists did not make. 

Much of Genovese’s disdain for the aca- 
demic Left stems from his own experience 
with professional politics in the academy. 
It’s an experience that includes his old 
clashes with the New Left; his tenure as 
president of the Organization of American 
Historians, from 1978 to 1979, when, by 
his account, he was “denounced by the rad- 
ical feminists”; and the hostility that his 
wife has faced within the academy for half a 
decade now. In this regard, it seems telling 
that discussing the death threats he’s faced 
over the years doesn’t make him particular- 
ly angry, whereas discussing the recently 
settled harassment suit against his wife at 
Emory raises his temper. 

“The only personal attacks on me and my 
wife come from the radical Left, which is 
why I hate those bastards,” he says. “The 
John Birch Society never attacked me per- 
sonally, but here we have a whole political 
movement [making personal attacks] as a 
matter of course, as a matter of policy and 
systematically.” 


OR GENOVESE, this state of affairs is 

a far cry from what he believes the uni- 
versity should be. In perhaps his most influ- 
ential essay, “On Being a Socialist and a 
Historian” (1971), he offered a resounding 
defense of academic work against the 
charges of irrelevance and bourgeois luxury 
that were being levied against it by many 
Leftists. He argued both that scholarship 
had political value and that socialists had to 
“insist upon the depoliticization of the uni- 
versities and the professional organiza- 
tions” and “make the cause of intellectual 
freedom and diversity their own.” 

Genovese’s point was not that scholar- 

ship itself should be apolitical, and his own 
work was proof of that. Rather, his point 
was that what had to be preserved was the 
idea of the university as a place where peo- 
ple could pursue truth without fear of los- 
ing their jobs or their lives because of their 
work. The classroom, he has suggested, 
should be “an ideological war zone,” where 
students can learn to “sustain [them]selves 
in combat.” But in hiring and promoting 
scholars, no ideological criteria should be 
applied. In many ways, Genovese’s scorn 
for the academy stems from his belief that 
such criteria have become more and more 
common in recent years. 


HE MOST revealing, and startling, pic- 

ture Genovese has offered of what the 
ideal university should be is his 1991 essay 
on Hans Rosenberg, his economic-history 
professor at Brooklyn College. (The piece is 
included in The Southern Front.) 

Rosenberg was a conservative who had a 
special hatred for Communists. And Gen- 
ovese was still a member of the Party when 
he — along with a number of fellow Com- 
munists, a group of Shachtmanite social- 
ists, as well as some students of a less ideo- 
logical bent — attended Rosenberg’s class 
on the formation of the modern state. The 
class sounds like everything one would 
want a college history class to be: demand- 
ing, instructive, ideologically contentious. 

“Taking a course with Rosenberg was a 
privilege,” Genovese says. “He was tough. 
But you always knew he respected his stu- 
dents. He knew we were well-prepared.” 

Genovese, in his essay, writes that 
Rosenberg delighted in “denigrating Marx’s 
scholarship.” Although the professor based 
his assertions on evidence, he did not pre- 
tend to be apolitical, Genovese explains: 
“He was as hard in his politics and ideology 
as we were.” 

In fact, Genovese recalls that Rosenberg 
was so hard sometimes that he would fudge 
a point rather than give in. “We knew if 
push came to shove he wasn’t going to sur- 
render anything to his Marxist opponents,” 
Genovese says. So, after each class, one or 
two Party members were given the task of 
checking out each of Rosenberg’s asser- 
tions, and much of the following class 
would be taken up with their challenges to 
what he had said. (Genovese speaks with 
pride of the time he faced the same situa- 
tion with a group of black students who 
checked on each of his assertions in a 
course he taught at Yale.) At one point, 


Rosenberg refused to give Genovese a top 
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grade for an exam that Rosenberg himself 
called “first-rate.” 

A more politicized classroom, it seems, 
could hardly exist. (One can only imagine 
how strange the whole experience must 
have been for the students who were nei- 
ther Stalinists nor Shachtmanites.) And yet 
Genovese speaks of that class not merely 
with affection but with love. None of it — 
whether the dismissal of Marx as “crazy,” 
the willingness to play with facts to win an 
ideological point, or the unjustly low grade 
— troubles him. This is, in fact, what he 
wants the university to be like. 

To be sure, part of Genovese’s affection 
for the class must stem from the fact that it 
was Rosenberg who suggested the Old 
South as a worthy research subject. But what 
he really seems to have liked about Rosen- 
berg was that he was serious, that he was a 
“slave driver,” that he “challenge[d] our ev- 
ery prejudice, feeling, and cherished ideal” 
without regard for any sensibilities he might 
be offending. It was a classroom defined by 
authority, deference, and mutual respect. 

It seems safe to say, then, that much of 
what Genovese despises about today’s 
academy has to do with his belief that stan- 
dards have been relaxed and that professors 
are more worried about their students’ feel- 
ings than about their intellects. And his dis- 
missive attitude toward the academic 
preparation most students receive in high 
school — an attitude many professors 
share — only increases his scorn for the 
radical Left, which somehow finds itself 
held responsible for this state of affairs. 

Finally, though, Genovese’s animosity may 
also reveal something about his own ideolog- 
ical presumptions. In his numerous attacks 
on multiculturalism and political correctness, 
Genovese has accused the Left, often justly, 
of placing ideology above scholarship in its 
rejection of conservative historians. But 
Genovese’s own attacks on certain variants 
of black studies, feminism, and cultural the- 
ory — attacks that frequently take the form 
of a defense of “professional standards” and 
scholarly excellence — often seem to depend 
more on his own political hostility to the 
goals of academics in these fields than on 
any real evidence of scholarly shortcomings. 
And the fact that much of cultural studies 
has set itself to questioning the very values 
Genovese holds most dear — authority, 
toughness, and work — only serves to alien- 
ate him further. 

“On Being a Socialist and a Historian” 
was predicated on the idea that even scholar- 
ship whose premises one disagreed with had 
to be taken seriously. But when Genovese 
offers a wholesale indictment of our campus- 
es as “deranged,” it becomes difficult to ac- 
cept his embrace of the disinterested consid- 
eration of interested work at face value. 

A sentence such as “Those who demand 
that we hear the women’s voices of the 
past, it seems, mean only the voices of 
women who would be members of NOW 
and NARAL in the present,” might be more 
tolerable if he gave some indication of famil- 
iarity with the best and most sophisticated of 
the “radical feminist nonsense” he so despis- 
es. It’s striking. Genovese’s whole career has 
been built on the serious consideration of his 
ideological opponents, from the slaveholders 
to the consensus historians to Herbert 
Aptheker to Southern conservatives — ev- 
eryone but today’s academic Left. 

Had the narrative of his life played out 
differently, Genovese might have been more 
willing to show those on the so-called cul- 
tural Left the tolerance that he has always 
shown to his opponents on the Right. Few 
people have been more clear about the need 
to engage with those who, as he puts it, 
“defy our sensibility.” By not meeting that 
challenge, Genovese threatens to relinquish 
the fight. Such a surrender would be, in 
many respects, an ironic conclusion to his 
career. After all, of Irving Kristol’s lament, 
“The culture war is over, and the Left has 
won it,” he has only this to say: “I think 
that may be the only stupid thing I’ve ever 
heard Kristol say. You lose that struggle, 
you lose everything.” ®

Dr. Pot

INCE 1965, WE have arrested more 
S™ ten million people in this country 
on marijuana charges,” rails psychia- 

trist Lester Grinspoon, Harvard Medical 
School's famed cannabis crusader. “Have 
you any idea how much harm that’s done?” 

In his office at the Massachusetts Men- 
tal Health Center, Dr. Grinspoon cites 
case after case: a chemotherapy patient is 
denied the right to quell her debilitating 
nausea with a few puffs; a glaucoma pa- 
tient who swears that only cannabis staves 
off blindness is turned in to police by his 
neighbors; a chronic-pain sufferer is 
kicked and dragged by police into an Or- 
lando police station, and then refused 
medical attention — all for smoking a 
marijuana cigarette. Grinspoon’s voice 
resonates with the wrath of the just: he is 
glad, he says, that stories like these are fi- 
nally becoming part of the public debate. 

Indeed, medical marijuana is front-page 
news these days, the subject of a torrent of 
largely sympathetic coverage in Newsweek, 
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the Boston Globe, the New England Jour- 
nal of Medicine (which just last month 
called federal policy “misguided, heavy- 
handed and inhumane”), network news 
outlets nationwide, and just about every 
major radio and TV talk show in America. 

The issue burst into the mainstream 
when Clinton Administration officials 
launched a venomous public campaign 
against new cannabis-by-prescription laws 
in California and Arizona — laws that the 
voters of those states had resoundingly 
approved by referendum. 

For Grinspoon, the reform of marijuana 
laws has been a decades-long crusade. In 
1971, he authored Marihuana Reconsid- 
ered — a kind of Bible to the legalization 
movement. Since then he has written 140 
articles and 12 other books on the subject, 
chaired the board of directors of the Na- 
tional Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws (NORML), traveled the 
globe giving seminars and lectures, ap- 
peared on ABC News and 60 Minutes, and 
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testified as a medical expert before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 

Until December, he served on the fac- 
ulty of Harvard’s Zinberg Center for 
Addiction Studies — named for his late 
friend and colleague Dr. Norman E. 
Zinberg, a pioneer of research on addic- 
tion who also supported medical mari- 
juana and was a founding member of 
NORML.,. But then the Center an- 
nounced its plans to present this year’s 
Norman E. Zinberg Memorial Lecture 
Award to his nemesis, Clinton drug czar 
General Barry McCaffrey, who recently 
derided medical marijuana as a “Cheech 
and Chong show,” and threatened to 
prosecute physicians. 

Grinspoon resigned. “This award im- 
plics scholarly achievement,” he charged, 
“in a field in which [McCaffrey] has no 
record of scholarship. He is not a scholar 
but a political appointee who commands 
great power, and in my view, has been us- 
ing that power to do harm.” 

To honor McCaffrey, says Grinspoon, is 
to insult the memory of Zinberg, “who 
would not have wanted a prize named af- 
ter him awarded to such a person.” (See 
“The Protest,” this page.) 


RINSPOON’S FIGHTING spirit 

makes him seem much younger than 
his almost 70 years. His devotion to his 
work is the stuff of legend. Once, for ex- 
ample, he trekked to Malaysia to help res- 
cue an American facing that country’s 
brutal penalty for marijuana possession — 
death by hanging. It’s a passion, he ex- 
plains, that comes from a very personal 
experience. 

In the late 1960s, his son Danny was di- 
agnosed with terminal leukemia. Having al- 
ways accepted the government's party line 
on the “dangers” of marijuana — now he 
refers to it as a “disinformation campaign 
started by the Bureau of Narcotics in the 
1930s” — he was amazed to discover that 
small doses of the drug could neutralize 
Danny’s violent bouts of nausea. It was vir-

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tually all that sustained his will to endure the 
ravages of chemotherapy. “Most people have 
no idea,” Grinspoon says.“This is nausea 
you feel right down to your fingernails.” 

It was during this crisis that he began his 
research for Marihuana Reconsidered, which 
he conceived as a gift to his dying son. 

“I spent three years on it, full-time,” he 
recalls. “I’d get up at four o'clock in the 
morning and start working. . . . It was 
dedicated to my son, and it was the one 
thing he was interested in. | was deter- 
mined to get it in his hands before he was 
deceased.” 

Relentlessly thorough, the book covers 
everything from the history of American 
drug laws to the hashish-smoking habits 
of 19th-century French poets. 

The Controlled Substances Act of 
1970, explains Grinspoon, ranked mari- 
juana (alongside LSD and metham-

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phetamine) as a “Schedule I” sub- 
stance, off-limits even to doctors. 
(Meanwhile, cocaine and heroin are 
classed as Schedule II] — legally 
available by prescription.) 

In 1988, the US Drug Enforce- 
ment Agency’s own administrative 
law judge, Francis L. Young, noting 
the preponderance of evidence that 
marijuana could be used safely “un- 
der medical supervision,” strongly 
recommended it be reclassified. To 


change the Schedule I status, which 
makes it virtually impossible for 
doctors to obtain cannabis for clini- 
cal research, 

That has not stopped the states 
from trying to circumvent the federal 
policy of absolute prohibition. Thir- 
ty-seven states have enacted medical- 
marijuana laws, and Massachusetts 
has been at the forefront. A law 
passed in 1991, signed by Governor 
Weld, and amended in August 1996, 
recommends certificates of “medical 
necessity” for patients using cannabis

do otherwise, he concluded, would 
be “unreasonable, arbitrary and 
Capricious.” 

But then-DEA chief John C. Lawn 
— kowtowing to the “Just Say No” 
atmosphere of the Reagan White 
House — refused. 

The Clinton Administration has 
promised to spend $1 million “re- 
searching” medical marijuana, but 
the president has not moved to 


for glaucoma, asthma, and cancer 
chemotherapy — provided that they 
qualify for a clinical study to be con- 
ducted by the Department of Public 
Health. 

Now, though, Massachusetts 
public-health commissioner David 
Mulligan is scrambling to find a 
marijuana source for the newly 
commissioned research. He has 
asked the feds to provide it, allow

the Bay State to grow it, or autho- 
rize use of the immense stores of 
confiscated pot. The Bay State’s 
own Representative Barney Frank 
(D-Newton) was behind a failed 
medical-marijuana bill in 1993 — a 
bill he is currently re-drafting to 
move cannabis from Schedule | to 
Schedule II by legislative fiat. 
Ultimately, Grinspoon predicts, 
the feds will stop snarling over the 
new state laws, but the battle will be 
rough. “Remember Eisenhower 
warned us of the military-industrial 
complex?” he asks. “I believe there’s 
a drug-abuse industrial complex. 
Think about all the thousands of 
DEA agents, the county drug people, 
the people who build prisons. Think 
of the drug companies making the 
reagents for the urine tests and the 
hair tests. .. . You've got an enor- 
mous investment of personnel and 
capital in this industry now. When 
that happens, it’s hard to just say, 
‘Hey, we were all wrong.’ ” ca

Gas pains

ASSACHUSETTS IS A win- 

Mi ner. That’s the good news. 

For every dollar the state pays 
in gas taxes, the feds have been kind | 
enough to send back almost $2.50. It’s 
one of the sweetest deals in the coun- 
try. And over the past few years, it’s 
added up to hundreds of millions of 
dollars to fix up our roads. 

Now the bad news. The losers — 
Southern and Western states that give 
the feds more than they get back — 
have taken charge of the game. And 
they’re trying to change the rules. 

At issue is the funding formula of 
the arcane-sounding Intermodal Sur- 
face Transportation Efficiency Act (IS- 
TEA) — passed by a Democratic 
Congress in 1991, and up for recon- 
sideration this year — which recog- 
nized that the Northeast’s aging infras- 
tructure, harsh winters, and high pop- 
ulation density justify more aid. Behind 
the coming showdown is the changing 
ideology of the times — and the 
changing reality of power politics in 
the Republican Congress. Massachu- 
setts, represented by a delegation that 
is now entirely made up of Democrats, 
finds itself in an uphill fight against the 
prevailing GOP ethic of diminished 
federal authority. 

The implications could be brutal: up 
to 400 million federal dollars suddenly 
snatched away next year. The shock 
waves might include lost jobs, still more 
delays in the Big Dig, crumbling ‘roads, 
and the postponement of projects such 
as a high-speed rail line to New York. A 
large shortfall would also result in pres- 
sure to raise state gas taxes. 

“It makes you go back to the draw- 
ing board in terms of what you'll be 
able to accomplish,” says Jim Rooney, 
chief financial officer for the state’s 
transportation department. 

Although Massachusetts has per- 
haps the most to lose, the stakes are 
high for plenty of other states. And 
so, with the current system due to 
expire in September, politicians have 
formed two competing coalitions to 
mobilize Congress as it reconsiders 
the law in the coming months. 

' The winners under the status quo 
have gathered into a coalition called 
ISTEA Works. Its members include 
Bill Weld and governors from 15 other 
Northeastern states — including New 
Hampshire, Maine, Connecticut, 
Pennsylvania, New York, and Rhode 
Island. (At two dollars on every buck, 
Rhode Island’s return is second only to 
Massachusetts’s among the lower 48 
states.) 

Across the corral are the angry losers 
— 21 states, including Texas, Georgia, 
Washington, Arizona, and the Carolinas 
— that have come together under the 
banner of STEP-21, the nickname of 
their proposed bill, the Streamlined 
Transportation Efficiency Program for 
the 21st Century. STEP-21 would re- 
place ISTEA with a guarantee that all 
states receive at least a 95 cent return on 
every gas-tax dollar they send to Wash- 
ington. A more extreme proposal, spon- 
sored by Representative John Kasich (R- 
Ohio), would nearly eliminate the feder- 
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ld last into the new mil- 


lennium, and the GOP Congress wants to stick Massachusetts with more 


of the bill. 


al gas tax and turn over highway policy 
to the states to do as they please. 

The makeup of the 105th Congress 
is certainly friendly to Massachusetts’s 
opponents. The bill’s sponsor, House 
Majority Whip Tom DeLay, is out- 
ranked in the House only by Majority 
Leader Dick Armey, another Texan, 
and Speaker Newt Gingrich, of Geor- 
gia. Texas and Georgia happen to be 
two of the biggest losers in the ISTEA 
game, each getting back about 75 
cents per gas-tax dollar. (South Caroli- 
na currently gets the worst deal: 70 
cents per dollar.) 

Also, the Senate is run by men 
whose states would reap tens or hun- 
dreds of millions under a new formu- 
la. Trent Lott, who as Senate Majori- 
ty Leader is probably the most pow- 
erful Republican in the universe, 
comes from loser Mississippi. His 
deputy is Senator Don Nickles, of 
Oklahoma, which . . . well, you get 
the picture. Advantage: losers. 

Of course, Massachusetts ejected its 
only Republicans — Peter Blute and 
Peter Torkildsen — from its congres- 
sional delegation last November. That 
purge left the state with 12 Democratic 
emissaries to a GOP Congress that 
takes a rather uncharitable view of 
Northeastern liberals. With billions 
more in funding (from Pentagon pro- 
jects to Medicaid grants) at stake in 
the next year’s budget, the outlook for 


the state is grim. 

“There would probably be a more 
sympathetic ear,” admits DeLay’s 
press secretary, “if someone like Mr. 
Blute or Mr. Torkildsen were advocat- 
ing these positions.” 

It’s not all doom and gloom, how- 
ever. Some of the most influential 
Republicans in this process represent 
the winner states of the Northeast. 
And there may be allies in the com- 
mittee trenches, where much of the 
battle will be slugged out. The Re- 
publican transportation-committee 
chairmen in both houses — Repre- 
sentative Bud Shuster, of Pennsylva- 
nia, and Senator John Chafee, of 
Rhode Island — are current ISTEA 
beneficiaries and no doubt would like 
to stay that way. 

Also, what the Massachusetts dele- 
gation lacks in access to the inner 
GOP sanctums it may make up for in 
clout. No one, Republican or Demo- 
crat, wants to cross heavies like Ted 
Kennedy or Joe Moakley. 

“We have two worms turning 
here,” says congressional scholar 
Norman Ornstein, of the American 
Enterprise Institute. “One is that the 
South has grown dramatically in 
population, and therefore leverage, 
and is becoming a power center for 
the Republicans. But the Northeast, 
even though it’s declined precipi-

“Ted Kennedy may be a Democrat,” Ornstein says, “but as 
one of the most senior senators . . . [he] has the ability to 
make a lot of people’s lives miserable if he wants to.” 


ELF-INTEREST DICTATES that we should hope Kennedy 
and company will come through. But beyond the sweet taste 
of pork, there are good reasons to root for ISTEA. 

One of America’s great postwar achievements was the 
construction of its remarkable interstate system. Created un- 
der Eisenhower in 1956, the federal highway program is also 
one of the unsung triumphs of a much-maligned federal 
government. 

Given its vast benefits to both the economy and the na- 
tional standard of living — benefits that cross state lines and 
lift the country as a whole — our highway system is a white- 
striped monument to 
the national interest. 
(Recognizing this, 
President Clinton’s 
newly released budget 
proposal calls for 
boosted highway 
spending next year.) 

Today’s Congress, 
however, is ruled by 
Republicans with a re- 
flexive animus toward 
federal projects. Seem- 
ingly unmoved by the 
idea of national inter- 
est, STEP-21 propo- 
nents insist that their 
states should get their 
share regardless of the 
consequences else- 
where in the country. Populist soundbites carry the day: 
“Folks, I’m working to stop the Washington bureaucrat 
from taking tax dollars from hard-working Oklahomans (or 
Texans, or North Dakotans) and wasting them on bloated 
pork projects, like a $/0 billion tunnel they’ve been trying 
to build in Boston.” 

It’s true that, since its passage in 1991, ISTEA has given 
the Northeast special treatment. And deservedly so. The 
Northeast needs more highway money. The region’s high 
population density, and the ravages of its winters, mean that 
road stress is a bigger problem here than in, say, South Car- 
olina. And since the Northeast’s roads were built earlier, they 
are more in need of upkeep. 

Second, although politicians supporting STEP-21 talk a lot 
about fairness, they ignore some history: highways in much of the 
Northeast predate the federal highway program, and thus were 
built without any money from Washington. By contrast, most of 
the STEP-21 states received federal aid in building their roads — 
after the Northeastern states had begun the national highway sys- 
tem at their own expense. 

And as long as we’re bean-counting, the Weld Administra- 
tion does make a persuasive argument about tax dollars. If 
you look at the big picture, Massachusetts receives less in fed-

-eral benefits than it pays in taxes — to the tune of $233 a year 


for the average resident. (Newt Gingrich’s Georgia district, by 
contrast, gets back well more than it pays.) Do you hear Bill 
Weld arguing that Fort Bragg be closed and the federal money 
sent here for a Massachusetts army? 


TILL, THIS is the type of argument that will be a test of 

pure political muscle. And, already, Massachusetts pols are 
beginning to feel the pressure. A small spat over the issue 
flared up recently between two potential 1998 gubernatorial 
candidates, Weld and Joe Kennedy. Perhaps because both 
Weld and Kennedy are afraid to lead a battle that will be hard 
to win, each is insisting the other take control. 

Last week, when Transportation Secretary James Kera- 
siotes briefed the state congressional delegation on Weld’s po- 
sition, Kennedy didn’t hear much of a strategy. “They gotta 
develop the plan,” Kennedy griped. (One source familiar with 
the meeting said Kerasiotes’s vagueness also had Joe’s Uncle 
Ted steaming.) 

“It’s up to our congressional delegation to pull their share 
of the weight and protect ISTEA in its current form,” coun- 
ters Weld spokesman Rob Gray, who suggested Kennedy is 
trying to pass the buck. 

“Joe Kennedy’s a guy who hasn’t done a whole heck of a lot in 
Washington,” Gray says. “But he likes to grab headlines, so it 
doesn’t surprise me that he’s being critical on this.” 

The finger-pointing has just begun. More so than most DC 
policy debates, transportation funding touches everyday is- 
sues, like traffic and taxes, that are real political dynamite. 
And, while Weld vows that new taxes are not an option, they 
could be the only way to fund road repairs, new projects like a 
high-speed rail to New York, and the ever-delayed Big Dig. 
(The Weld Administration assures us that a loss of federal 
funds has been figured into Big Dig planning, but wise people 
stopped listening to promises on that subject long ago.) 

Finally, there is an even broader worry: if this Congress is 
as unsympathetic to Massachusetts as it appears, then trans- 
portation funding might not be the only area where the state 
finds itself changing roles — from winner to loser. s

of flattery, then the reaction pro- 

voked by New Republic media critic 
William Powers proves that he’s off to 
a fast start. 

In his first three pieces, Powers 
managed to piss off /) the Washing- 
ton press corps, which he accused of 
liberal bias in its coverage of the Clin- 
ton scandals; 2) free-press advocates, 
whom he offended by siding with 
Food Lion in its hidden-camera suit 
against ABC’s PrimeTime Live; and 3) 
the White House, whose fulminations 
against right-wing conspiracy theories 
Powers characterized as being on a 
par with paranoid rants about black 
helicopters. 

Powers — a 35-year-old Har- 
vard graduate who was the Wash- 
ington Post’s magazine critic be- 
fore coming to TNR — has quickly 
established himseJf as a voice to be 
reckoned with. He is The New Re- 
public’s first full-time media critic, 
and he brings to the position a 
lively, disputatious intellect and 
keen powers of observation. 

He is also the clearest indication to 
date of where new editor Michael 
Kelly intends to take the 83-year-old 
weekly, a journal of opinion whose 
roots are in liberalism, but which has 
become increasingly centrist and 
contrarian during the two decades 
under owner and editor-in-chief 
Martin Peretz. 

Kelly, a hard-nosed Clinton-basher 
who’s written for the New Yorker and 
the New York Times Magazine, was 
brought in by Peretz to give a tough 
political edge to a publication that 
had de-emphasized politics under the 
previous editor, Andrew Sullivan, 
who was more interested in cultural 
and social issues. Powers was Kelly's 
first hire, and the early indications 
are that Powers is a media critic in 
Kelly’s image: smart, sardonic, and 
unrelentingly anti-Clinton. 

Unfortunately, Powers also shares 
Kelly’s instinct to provoke for provo- 
cation’s sake. That instinct led Pow- 
ers, in his December 16 debut on 
coverage of the Clinton scandals, to 
overreach. He transformed a few pi- 
quant observations about the media’s 
slipshod coverage of the Paula Jones 
story and its flagging interest in the 
endless Whitewater saga into an un- 
supportable charge of liberal bias. 

The problem, as Powers sees it, is 
one of emphasis: “The major news 
organizations played the story, but 
they played it mostly down.” The 
reason: “the mainstream press is lib- 
eral. Most Washington reporters 
share with the Clinton aides a lan- 
guage, a value system, a set of but- 
tons. Outrage at, say, ‘partial-birth 
infanticide’ is not one of the buttons 
of this class. Outrage at ‘right-wing 
abortion activists’ is.” 

“Ridiculous,” wroté Newsweek's 
Jonathan Alter in the webzine Slate, 
kicking off a two-week, online debate 

with Powers. 

“A classic case of taking a bunch of 
interesting points and hyping them 
into a big, lapel-grabbing cover story,”

Powers’s former Washington Post col- 
league Howard Kurtz, the paper’s me- 
dia reporter, told the Phoenix. 

Indeed, the real explanation for 
whatever slack the media may have 
cut Clinton last year was the murki- 
ness of the charges against him. The 
media’s true bias is for news, and by 
1996 Whitewater was supplying 
damned little. By contrast,. the White 
House fundraising scandals, which 
began coming to light in the closing 
days of the campaign, have energized 
even such relentlessly pro-Clinton 
news organizations as the Boston 
Globe. “| actually have been quite 
impressed by the media’s coverage of 
this stuff,” Powers admits. 

Powers was on more-solid ground 
with his January 20 analysis of the 
verdict against ABC. Most commen- 
tators howled in pain over the First 
Amendment implications when the 
jury decided that the journalists were 
wrong to go undercover to film Food 
Lion’s repackaging of old meat. Pow- 
ers, though, was among the first to 
note that the jury saw outtakes in 
which, among other things, a Food 
Lion employee was seen selling 
moldy sausage — and both the seller 
and the buyer were undercover ABC 
producers. Revelations of such ethi- 
cally dubious practices cast the jury’s 
verdict — and the subsequent $5.5 
million award to Food Lion — in an 
entirely different light. 





‘anti-Clinton stories — was fair 
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CONTRARIAN Powers knows 
how to piss people off. 


It was back to less-defensible turf 
on February 3, though, when Powers 
mocked the White House’s attempt 
to link right-wing conspiracy theories 
with Clinton-scandal stories in the 
mainstream media. Powers’s point 
— that tales spread by right-wing 
nuts don’t disprove more-credible 





enough. But Clinton has long been 
tortured by such grotesqueries as his 
alleged cocaine airdrop in Mena, 
Arkansas, and the “murder” of Vin- 
cent Foster. To suggest that these 
fictions haven't had a huge negative 
effect on Clinton’s ability to defend 
himself is to be willfully naive. 

Not surprisingly, Powers’s perfor- 
mance has raised suspicions that he 
(and Kelly) were brought in by Peretz 
to drag The New Republic to the right. 
“Powers is so conservative that his an- 
alytic powers are lauded in the New 
York Post by right-wing fanatic Hilton 
Kramer,” sneered the left-liberal Na- 
tion’s Eric Alterman in a recent attack 
on Kelly’s stewardship. Both Powers 
and Kelly, though, describe them- 
selves as non-ideological; Powers says 
he voted for Clinton in 1992 and Bob 
Dole in 96. Indeed, the conclusion 
one would draw from both men’s 
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work is that they are centrists repulsed by 
Clinton’s conduct, not by his policies. 

Although Powers may be new on the na- 
tional scene, he is an old Washington hand. 
He grew up in Cranston, Rhode Island, 
where he attended Catholic schools. Fol- 
lowing Harvard and a year’s study at the 
University of Madrid, he was hired as a 
foreign and military policy aide to US Sen- 
ator John Chafee (R—Rhode Island). From 
1988 to 91 he was a research assistant to 
the Washington Post’s Bob Woodward, a 
well-established steppingstone for young 
journalists, working on Woodward’s book 
about the military, The Commanders. 

After moving to the Post in 1991, Pow- 
ers covered business and took over “The 
Magazine Reader,” a roundup of the 
week’s periodicals to which Powers added 
a critical edge. “It had been done as a 
kind of grab bag. He just rejuvenated the 
column,” says Chip Crews, who was Pow- 
ers’s editor at the Post. 

Powers also wrote media and social fea- 
tures, including a critical look at Harvard 
professor Robert Putnam’s “Bowling 
Alone” thesis (Powers argued that the true 
American tradition is individualism, not 
the sense of community whose loss Put- 
nam lamented) and, following Disney’s 
purchase of ABC in 1995, a skeptical con- 
sideration of the Disneyfication of mass 
culture. 

In 1995 Powers experienced a near- 
career-ending crisis at the Post — pre- 
cipitated, ironically, by The New 
Republic. That September TNR’s Ruth 
Shalit wrote a lengthy indictment of affir- 
mative action at the Post. It was powerful 
but flawed, filled with factual errors and 
apparent misquotations. The Post’s execu- 
tive editor, Leonard Downie Jr., prepared 
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a memo (later submitted as a letter to 
TNR) in which he charged, among other 
things, that Shalit was wrong in reporting 
that a writing slot in the Style section had 
been held open for a black reporter. 
Powers says he’d previously been told 
he couldn’t have the Style position be- 
cause he Was white. Personally opposed to 
racial quotas (as is, famously, Marty 
Peretz), Powers says he was angered by 
Downie’s memo; he ended up in a con- 
frontation in which Downie told him the 
real reason he hadn’t been given the Style 
job was because he wasn’t good enough. 
Powers, believing his future at the Post 
was at stake, asked friends to intervene. 
Powers won’t say who spoke up for him, 
but Woodward told the Phoenix that he 


Yorker —.and Powers greeted the news 
with a not-entirely-flattering item in “The 
Magazine Reader.” Powers wrote that 
Kelly “is a leading practitioner of journalistic 
psychoanalysis, a murky art. . . . So seduc- 
tive is Kelly that it’s easy to forget he traffics 
heavily in conjectural mind-reading.” 
(Quips Kelly: “That’s when I realized he 
was pretty good.”) 

The piece led to an exchange of notes'-— 
friendly, both men say. And last year, after 
Marty Peretz lured Kelly away from the 
New Yorker, Kelly says one of his first goals 
was to hire Powers as his media critic. 

It’s no exaggeration to say that Kelly 
loathes Clinton. His 1994 New York Times 
Magazine profile of Clinton, in which he 
portrayed the president as a pathological

wrote a memo to Downie “explaining how 
good I thought Bill was.” (Downie could 
not be reached for comment.) 

“This was very shocking to me, and 
troubling,” says Powers of the incident. 
“He [Downie] didn’t say, “You’re fired,’ 
but he did raise this concern about my 
performance.” The crisis, he adds, blew 
over, and he got the Style job. And by the 
time TNR came calling, he says, “I was 
very happy at the Post.” 

Which leads to another irony involving 
Powers and TNR. It turns out that Pow- 
ers’s first contact with Michael Kelly was 
in 1994, when Kelly had just moved from 
the New York Times Magazine to the.New 
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liar blinded to his shortcomings by an 
overweening sense of entitlement, is a 
classic of the genre. Since becoming edi- 
tor of TNR and taking over its venerable 
“TRB” column, Kelly has pounded away 
at Clinton’s ethical flaws, bringing — 
along with Powers — a very different fla- 
vor to a magazine that had been essential- 
ly pro-Clinton. 

You can’t help but wonder what Peretz 
thinks of this new tone. As recently as last 
summer Peretz told the Phoenix that he was 
unimpressed by the Clinton scandals. Peretz 
now says the stench over fundraising has 
convinced him that he was wrong. 

But there are signs that this stench

could envelop his close friend Al Gore, 
too. “How do you say that Clinton is a 
devil and Gore is an angel when they’re 
joined at the hip?” asked Jonathan Alter in 
a Phoenix interview. Kelly and Powers 
both say they have the green light to go af- 
ter Gore, though they add they have no 
reason to believe that Gore was directly 
caught up in the fundraising mess. Peretz, 
for his part, notes that Michael Kinsley 
zinged Gore regularly in TNR during 
Gore’s 1988 presidential campaign. If 
Gore does get sucked more deeply into 
the Clinton scandals, Peretz will be tested 
far more severely than he was by Kinsley’s 
puckish observations. 

People who know Powers describe him 
as friendly and easygoing. He reads poet- 
ry, listens to jazz, and plays squash — or 
did until a few weeks ago, when he tore 
up his knee playing touch football. He’s 
engaged to Martha Sherrill, a writer for 
the Post and for Esquire. 

Powers freely admits to being a work in 
progress, and it’s by no means clear to 
him or anyone else how his column will 
evolve. His interests, though, are large and 
wide-ranging. Subjects will include cyber- 
culture and the entertainment industry. 
And his leftist critics might be surprised to 
learn that he intends to make the influence 
of media megacorporations a continuing 
theme. “I don’t think there’s enough cri- 
tique of America’s corporate culture and 
where it’s taking us. Corporatism could be 
a very dangerous thing for the media and 
for this country,” Powers says. 

“I don’t have some grand, Noam 
Chomsky take on the media,” he adds. 
“Maybe if I do this for five or 10 years I 
will.” &

But once RedCon is over, 
Dibinga has his sights set on 
turning his two screenplays, 
which will soon be appearing 
as comic books, into the films 
they were always meant to be. 
He's says he’s secured private 
financing and is already in pre- 
production. Although much of 
the footage will be shot in 
Arizona, he plans on 
maintaining the ties in Boston 
that he’s forged over the past 
12 years. “I’m hoping to do 
some shooting in Boston, and | 
recently closed a deal with 
Retaliate Records to do the 
soundtrack.

PARRY GRIPP is the first to admit that the 
punky pop trio he fronts, Nerf Herder, 
unwittingly seem to have ended up in the 
right place at the right time. First there was 
the unexpected though short-lived reunion 
of David Lee Roth and the group Van Halen, 
which put Van Halen back in the public eye 
just as Nerf Herder had finished recording a 
song about the band. That tuneful little 
number, “Van Halen,” got Gripp’s Santa 
Barbara—based outfit into heavy rotation on 
San Francisco’s Live 105 back in July, just 
weeks after Nerf Herder was released on the 
tiny West Coast indie label My Records. 
Then there’s the matter of the name 
Gripp and his pals Steve Sherlock (drums) 
and Charlie Dennis (bass) chose for their 
band back in 95 — a name that just 
happens to be lifted from an insult Princess 


Leia hurls 
at Han 
Solo in Star 
Wars: The 
Empire Strikes Back. (For the record, she 
calls him a “half-witted, scruffy-looking nerf 
herder.”) In light of the hoopla surrounding 
Star Wars’ return to the big screen, it seems 
fair to say that Nerf Herder, who are set to 
make their first Boston appearance next 
Friday at Bill’s Bar, have clearly found their 
moment. (They'll be back on March 31 to 
open for Bloodhound Gang downstairs at 
the Middle East.) 

“This band is just something we put 
together to have some fun,” explains Gripp 
over the phone from the five-acre orchid 
nursery his family runs in Santa Barbara. 
“We figured we'd play once a month in town

for our friends and probably end up, 
with 5000 copies of our CD under 
our beds for the rest of our lives. So in 
terms of timing, we’ve been 
unbelievably lucky.” 

None of which takes anything 
away from the 10 criminally catchy 
tunes on Nerf Herder, a disc that’s 
now been picked up by Arista Records 
for national distribution. Charting a 
course somewhere between the giddy 
grunge of Presidents of the United 
States of America and the revenge-of- 

the-nerds guitar churn of Weezer, Nerf 
Herder celebrate the joys of being uncooler- 
than-thou. “I’m not the one who was an old- 
time punk rocker/I was listening to Rush 
and trying to feather my hair back when all 
that stuff went down,” Gripp jokingly sneers 
in “Golfshirt.” The winsome “Van Halen” 
opens with an earnest Gripp crooning, “I 
bought Van Halen I/\t was the best damn 
record I ever owned”; after a faux Eddie Van 
Halen solo, it ends with the rest of the band 
joining in on a chorus of “Jump, jump, 
jump, might as well jump, jump, jump.” 
Elsewhere, though, Gripp’s buzzsaw 
guitars owe more to Johnny Ramone than to 


Alex Lifeson or Eddie Van Halen. The disc 
was co-produced by Southern California 
punk studio specialist Ryan Greene, who 
credits include discs by NoFX and No Use 
for a Name. 

“When Ryan was recording us, he said it 
was fun to work with songs that were so 
slow,” Gripp recalls.

Eastwood's a master of entertainment 


BY PETER KEOUGH Quentin Tarantino aside, the real master of 


pulp fiction in movies these days is Clint Eastwood. His deft 
adaptations of bestsellers have you believing that even a John Grisham 


novel could make a decent movie. 
After rendering the unreadable 
Bridges of Madison County into a 
moving melodrama, he’s turned 
David Baldacci’s Absolute Power 
(which I haven’t read, and won’t) 
into a darkly hilarious, dramati- 
cally engaging, thoroughly enter- 
taining bit of nonsense. It’s no 
Unforgiven, but it’s very forgiv- 
able fluff. 

Part of Eastwood’s knack for 
adaptation is knowing what and 
what not to take seriously. Among 
the former are blithe narrative 
economy, visual wit, irony, and 
performances that elevate stereo- 
types into something resembling 
human beings. All these virtues 
are exhibited in the film’s opening 
sequence, which begins with a 
slow pan of Renaissance paintings 
and a glance over the shoulder of 
Luther Whitney (Eastwood, griz- 
zled and bespectacled and looking 
more like an avuncular Jack 
Lemmon than Dirty Harry), 
calmly sketching details from the 
masterworks. Later, dining home 
alone, he peruses the sketchpad, 
and one of the drawings material-

You can’t take it for granted that 
Mildred will fall too easily for 
the charms of Big Tommy, or 
that Frankie will remain the 
film’s unregenerate macho shit- 
head. Mildred’s destination is 
never clear, and neither is the . 
movie's. It may not be the stars, 
but it is something that feels a 
lot like real life. 


It’s a shame to give away 
a detail that Eastwood 
discloses brilliantly with a 
simple camera tilt — but 
then, the movie posters 
have already given it 
away. Richmond is the 
president of the United 
States, and Absolute 
Power is a kind of inver- 
sion of In the Line of Fire. 
Whitney’s in deep trou- 
ble. Not only are the two 
Secret Service agents 
who did in Christy after 
him, but so is ace police 
detective Seth Frank (Ed 
Harris) and a_ hitman 
hired by Sullivan. He 
decides to assume a new 
identity and flee, but 
when he sees Richmond 
hypocritically cozying up 
to Sullivan on TV, those 
familiar Harry Callahan 
veins start popping out of 
his forehead. “You heart- 
less whore,” he growls. 
“I'm not about to run 
from you.” 

So, in a sense, he does 
change identities, from the quiet 
and studious Whitney to the vigi- 
lante of old. No .44 Magnum, 
though — his weapon this time is 
a genius for disguises and break- 
ing into places. The mordant 
humor remains, including one 
pointed Dr. Kevorkian joke that 
brings the house down. In the 
end, Whitney is just a bit too 
omnipotent, but his unlikely tri- 
umphs are. still great fun. 
Eastwood might be seen in this as 
taking a shot at the much 
maligned Executive Office and its 
current occupant, but Clinton has 
more important things to worry 
about.

Did we get hustled by Larry Flynt? 


The most Larry Flynt—like press event I’ve 
witnessed in staid Boston had at its center 


Milos Forman, 


extremely mesmerizing but 
also problematic The People vs. 
Larry Flynt. The occasion was 
the 1979 opening of the film of 
Hair, which Forman also 
directed. While Forman held 
forth about the free-love hippie 
movie, and journalists scrib- 
bled notes, several frisky 
chorines from the film cast 
leaned behind the director and 
gave him a sensual back rub. 

He did the talking, they did 
the rubbing. 

It’s no jolt that Forman has 
discovered a kindred sensibility 
in the founder/pub- 
lisher/editor of Hustler, the Li'l 
Abner of the libido. The US of 
A has been fabulous to both of 


them, Flynt, the ignoble 
refugee from moonshiner 
poverty, and Forman, the 


patrician escapee from Soviet- 
invaded Czechoslovakia. Out 
in LA, Flynt lords it over a con- 
glomerate of 27 sex maga- 
zines. Forman, going west 
from teaching at Columbia 
University, has negotiated stu- 
dio backing for One Flew over 
the Cuckoo's Nest, Ragtime, 
Amadeus, and Valmont. 

Of late, however, their 
Butch-and-Sundance adora- 
tion has come under siege 
from feminist scribes, includ- 
ing Gloria Steinem. The com- 
mon ground of complaint is 
that Forman’s film, however 
skillful and entertaining, mis- 
represents Flynt’s sordid biog- 
raphy, whitewashes his odious 
character, and chickens out on 
showing us what’s horrible in 
the pages of Hustler. 

For her much-discussed 
New York Times attack, 
Steinem went to the source, 
and she found Hustler a pig 
heaven of woman _ hating, 
female bashing, and the most 
excruciating gang-rape fan- 
tasies. 

Are the objections justified? 

Let’s start with Flynt’s off- 
screen life. Wrote the Boston 
Globe’s Ellen Goodman in a 
January column, “The 


Sanitizing of Larry Flynt”: “the

average viewer can leave the 


darkened theater without 
knowing that Flynt had five 
wives, two of whom he actual- 
ly trashed for promiscuity. 
Without knowing that he had, 
and neglected, five  chil-

There’s merit to Goodman’s 
position, and it’s good to have 
someone address, in print, 
Forman’s playing loose with 
the facts. But I believe it can be 
argued that, for the drama of 
the movie, one barren spouse is 
plenty, thank you (especially 
since Courtney Love’s Althea is 
so intensely, overwhelmingly 
complicated). Virtually every 
based-on-life bio picture scis- 
sors out important people, 
does composites, erases chil- 
dren, etc. Forman shouldn't be 
forced to a different standard. 

And if he admires Flynt far 
more than he should, and 
shapes Larry Flynt to reflect his 
admiration? Well, that’s a 
director’s prerogative. As Flynt 
might put it: “Lady, you think 
I'm the world’s _ biggest 
woman-hating slob? Then 
make your own fucking movie 
about me!” 

But what about going soft on 
Hustler in the film? 

First, it’s disingenuous for 
Forman to assert, as he has in 
discussing his movie, that he’s 
never read the magazine. 
That’s like making a pro- Hitler 
bio and never checking into 
Mein Kampf. 

It’s clear that Hustler was 
perused carefully before the 
decision was made to lift for 
the film only the most softcore 
shots and the most innocuous 
ribald cartoons (Dorothy ser- 
vicing the Tin Man, Santa 
Claus with a rod). What the 








movie doesn’t show (though 
Woody Harrelson’s Flynt cer- 
tainly does talk about it 
enough) is... pink. . . pussy. 

That’s Hustler’s  post- 
Playboy XXX legacy: women 
with their legs splayed, open- 
ing up (for Hustler’s throbbing 
male readers) the insides of 
their vaginas. 

Of course Columbia Pictures 
would never allow the above: 
even as a raunchy R, Larry 
Flynt is so sexually challenging 
that, Entertainment Today 
reports, business is abysmal in 
conservative America, espe- 
cially the Bible Belt South. 
Still, to have the total courage 
of its constitutional convic- 
tions, Larry Flynt should have 
been the first porno film from 
Hollywood. I mean it. Beaver 
shots of Courtney. Woody’s 
hard, drippy dong. A “Where 
Are They Now?” identification 
at the end, with Reverend Jerry 
saying, “Fartwell’s still forni- 
cating with his mother down at 
the outhouse.” 

And the film should have 
pushed in the viewer's face 
examples of the worst excesses 
from Hustler’s sticky pages. 

For instance, Katha Pollitt’s 
discoveries in a recent Hustler 
when researching her well- 
tempered, excellent February 3 
essay on Larry Flynt in the 
Nation: “several racist car- 
toons, a diatribe against Alanis 
Morisette (‘a sick, twisted, 
man-hating cow... ’), and a 
photo feature titled ‘How to 
Know if Your Girlfriend is a 
Dog’ which shows a naked 
woman drinking out of a toilet 
surrounded by puppies .. . a 
photo of two gorgeous white 
women sucking on an enor- 
mous black dildo.” 

Larry Flynt as uncensored 
and as sexually and morally 
obnoxious as Flynt himself! 
Now that would be a First 
Amendment movie!

DANTE’S PEAK 


A naked woman, her face flushed with carnality, steps into the water. We 
know something menacing lurks below — you can almost hear the John 
Williams score throb on the soundtrack, But this isn’t Jaws: the body of water 
is a volcanic hot spring, the threat is no mere predator but the blazing core 
of the earth, and Roger Donaldson’s Dante's Peak is yet another by-the- 
numbers disaster movie that unreels like a timid amusement-park ride. 
Nothing infernal here, just a rehash of plot points and clichés from two 
decades of similar films blasted away by synthetic thrills like buildings before 
the pyroclastic flow in Peak’s most impressive sequence (for those keeping 
track, it’s the same as the blast wave in Independence Day, though the res- 
cue of the plucky family dog occurs in a different scene). Pierce Brosnan 
adds some class as the volcanologist whose warnings of an impending erup- 
tion are brushed aside by the local townspeople eager to attract investors 
(Jaws again and again and again). Linda Hamilton is staunch as the pretty 
mayor and love interest. The effects look expensive, but the most affecting 
one is a nasty compound fracture. Call it the human touch. Dante's Peak 
should kill Star Wars at the box office, which is only fair, since such mind- 
less spectacles are that film’s legacy.

John Kuntz throws a one-man bash

to. But even the pat, teary twists with which he wraps up his new show,

something Kuntz, whose Freaks! 
was a sleeper hit last season, has 
returned with a more ambitious 
undertaking — a series of inter- 
spersed vignettes that actually 
add up to a play, a la Jane 
Wagner's piece for Lily Tomlin, 
The Search for Signs of Intelligent 
Life in the Universe. Now, Kuntz 
is not Lily Tomlin — yet. His 
loopy characterizations are not as 
sharply defined. And though his 
ability to be convincing in both 
male and female roles recalls 
Tomlin’s, the lesbian celeb he 
most looks like is k.d. lang. 

The setting for Party Poopers is, 
you guessed it, a féte — one 
thrown by a literary agent named 
Zoe for a couple of her writers. 
Two of the guests — a gargantu- 
anly fat poor-man’s-Anne-Rice 
named Nicholas and a Pulitzer- 
winning depressive poet named 
David — think the party is for 
them. In fact, it’s for Nicholas, and 
everybody hates him, so Zoe 





who spends the evening simultane- 
ously acting out charades clues 


and talking on the phone to her 
new girlfriend — has had to beat 
the bushes, even the local conve- 
nience store, for guests. Which is 
how a nonstop-dancing waitress 
named Nadine and a failed clown 
named Oscar get into the act, 
along with Elaine, a rich publisher 
looking to barter connections for 
sex, and Mitzi, a talkative perfor- 
mance artist whose hands are like 
little paws and whose shoulder is 
permanently arched. Also on hand 
(and opposing Elaine’s contention 
that the literary pre-eminence of 
Leo Tolstoy over Jacqueline 
Susann is “an outrage”), though 
not characterized, is Gabriel 
Garcia Marquez.

“Only connect!” is the E.M. 
Forster quote attributed by the var- 
ious characters at various 
moments to writers ranging from 
Virginia Woolf to Thomas Hardy. 
For the most part, Kuntz’s charac- 
ters pass like boogiers in the night 
(they spend the evening bending 
the ears of unseen others), but 
toward the end he does connect 
them — oddly, in ways both 
macabre and banal, in that may- 
hem and lost romance are general- 
ly involved. This last part of Party 
Poopers needs work; the attempts 
at pathos could do to become less 
generic and more eccentric, like 
the characters themselves.

Particularly 
effective, set against the chiseled

sad tale of clown-turned-tattoo'd- 
man Oscar, whose tragic revela- 
tion is as weird as he is (his 
snake-charmer girlfriend was 
struck by lightning, but not before 
he and she had ascended to the 
“totally different plateau of expe- 
rience” that is Disney World’s 
“It’s a Small World” ride if fully 
apprehended). The morose but 
ingenuous Oscar, his lips pointed

Captain; Will LeBow does 
a daffy-Mengele turn as 
the Doctor who demeans 
and brutalizes Woyzeck 
in a gleaming white cell 
that later serves as a gas 
chamber; Jack Willis flex- 
es smugly, then sourly as 
the Drum Major who has 
sex with Marie and fur- 
ther humiliates Woyzeck 
by squeezing him until he 
vomits the peas that are 
his entire medically pre- 
scribed diet. Scott Ripley 
has been directed to. play

Some are tops, others hit bottom 
BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE The Boston Women on Top festival 


begins at rock bottom and works its way up in fits and starts. Of the 
seven performances pieces, which will continue in rep at the Boston 


Center for the Arts through 
February 22, the first two offered 
are among the worst. By the end, 
however, several Boston women 
have indeed come out on top. 
Presented jointly by Centastage 
and Underground Railway 
Theater, the festival of one- and 
two-women shows kicks with a 
double bill of daddy bashing. In 
Poor Daddy, written and per- 
formed by Rebecca Saunders, a 
woman recalls life with her alco- 
holic dad and other benighted rel- 
atives who shaped and twisted her 
as she was growing up in North 
Carolina. Dad takes even harder 
knocks in Marty Kingsbury’s 
Lucille, in which two sisters try to 
come to terms with incest. 
Unfortunately, because they skirt 
the central conflict, neither piece 
compels much interest. In addi- 
tion, both come off as fragmented 
and confused. So bag what's 
being billed as Feature | and pro- 
ceed directly to Feature 2, which 
scores one hit and one miss. 
Mothers and Whores is frag- 
mented by design. Compiled and 
performed by Debra Wise, it’s a 
pastiche of writings by other 
women held together only by its 
theme, a few songs, and Wise’s 
considerable charm. For her 
admirably even-handed take on 
prostitution, Wise draws from 
Kate Millett’s The Prostitution 





Papers and Billie Holiday’s Lady 
Sings the Blues, which illuminate 
both the darker and the lighter 
sides of the whoring life. After a 
rather gratuitous interlude in 
which she reads audience mem- 
bers’ responses to a questionnaire 
about choices and the lack there- 
of, Wise launches into a similarly 
balanced exploration of mother- 
hood, the true oldest profession. 
Culled from Jane LaZarre’s 
Motherknot, Susan McCully’s 
This Is Your Mother, the Shirley 
Chisholm—edited Abortion Rap, 
and several works by Anne 
Sexton, the piece plumbs moth- 
ers’ ambivalence and ends with a 
wrenching and apparently true 
story about an abortion gone hor- 
ribly awry. 

Renita Martin’s Frisco’s Cafe, 
the lesser half of Feature 2, is woe- 
fully misconceived. Adapted from 
Martin’s novel, the piece doesn’t 
survive the transition from page to 
stage. Although the play serves up 
some evocative rhythms and the 
thread of a compelling story about 
the exploits of a hard-drinking 
woman named Big Red, Martin 
saddles herself and fellow actor 
Imani Henry with more characters 
and plot twists than they can cred- 
ibly handle. 

The festival gets squarely back 
on track with Feature 3's 
Spackling, which is written by 


Deborah Fortson and performed 
by the Debra Wise. Adopting a 
bumbling mien and mumbling 
diction, Wise plays a woman who 
becomes progressively unhinged 
as she ineptly struggles to patch 
the crumbling walls of a house 
that once belonged to her mother. 
As she slaps spackle on surfaces 
that teeter menacingly and spit 
paint as if in revenge, Wise’s 
Helen describes the quirks of her 
intense, artistic mother and her 
critical, Victorian grandmother; 
laments her own inadequacies in 
the realm of the domestic arts; 
recalls her childhood and an array 
of vivid, telling dreams; and 
reflects on the conflict between 
order and desire. Like the walls, 
the piece breaks down at the end, 
overburdened by unexplained 
angst. Before it does, however, it 
provides a witty and poignant 
portrait of a woman trying in vain 
to keep the surfaces of her own 
life in a passable state of repair. 
The riskiest offering in the 
entire festival is an odd and 
haunting monologue called Kid 
written and performed by the 
gutsy Erika Batdorf. Against all 
odds, Batdorf is entirely convinc- 
ing as a four-year-old girl who 
calls herself Stinky. The bulk of 
the piece is devoted to a story 
Stinky makes up while waiting for 
her big sister, who never shows. 


Singing lessons 


SpeakEasy takes us back to Schoolhouse

running in Chicago for four 
years, isn’t hard to figure out: 
remedial nostalgia. Almost all of 
the audience on opening night in 
Boston seemed the right age to 
remember the original 
Schoolhouse Rock cartoons that 
aired on ABC Saturday mornings 
from 1973 to 1985. 
Appropriately, Schoolhouse 
Rock landed in Boston within a 
week of the 20th-anniversary re- 
release of Star Wars — a film that 
signaled the triumph of special 
effects over song and dance in the 
battle for kiddie audiences. The 
slight story involves a school- 
teacher (Colin Stokes) whose 
bedroom is invaded by a bunch of 
vaudevilleans determined to set all 
his lessons to rhyme. The bubbly 
performances of Stokes and 
friends bring to mind another 
1970s favorite: those musical Dr. 
Pepper commercials. 
Director Paul Daigneault and

crew don’t allow much kidding, 
affectionate or otherwise, of the 
raw material here. There is little 
of the camp of the stage and 
screen versions of The Brady 
Bunch and nothing approaching 
the wit of a recent Simpsons par- 
ody of “I’m Just a Bill” (in which 
Congress rolls over for the 
National Rifle Association). 
When that song is performed 





here, someone flashes a_ sign 
reading “DOMA,” assuming that 
everyone will recognize the 
acronym for the anti-gay Defense 
of Marriage Act. In another song, 
the two white males in the cast 
step out front to,sing the line “Any 
kid can be the president” and the 
rest respond with a sarcastic 
“Right!” — a ham-handed touch 
that seems more dated than any 
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SHE’S ALRIGHT: Erika Batdorf is 


entirely convincing as a four-year-old. 


Stinky’s tale, amusing and horrif- 
ic by turns, centers on her quest 
to find Mr. Mean Man, who not 
only made Stinky stinky but also 
condemned her to remain a little 
kid forever. Along the way, she 
meets three other creatures 
who've been blighted by the same 
diabolical guy: Mr. Mole Man, an 
artistic turtle who thinks he’s a 
mole; the brave Mr. Frog Man, 
who is blind; and the menacing 
Birdlady, who can't - fly. 
Ultimately, all come to a nasty 
end except Stinky, who wreaks 
her revenge at great cost and then 
metamorphoses into an adult. In 
lesser hands than Batdorf’s, Kid

could come off as ridicu- 
lous. As performed, how- 
ever, it’s an affecting 
piece that, except for the 
ending, works both as 
quirky narrative and as an 
allegory of childhood 
trauma. 

Feature 4, the late-night 
entry, ends with a reprise 
of Frisco's Cafe, a sour 
note indeed. So just pre- 
tend that it doesn’t and 
skip out after Greetings 
from Hollywood, Cyndi 
Freeman’s marvelous five- 
part monologue about the 
perils and rewards of act- 
ing. After her intro, in 
which she counts the ways 
in which Hollywood is like 
Valley of the Dolls, 
Freeman relates three sto- 
ries about one woman's 
life in Tinseltown. In the 
first, the woman reflects 
on her infatuation with a 
dimwitted busboy whose 
sweetness and innocence 
provides her with respite 
from the cruelty and cyni- 
cism that pervade L.A. 
The second story chroni- 
cles a humiliating foray 
into soft porn; the third is 
a shamelessly funny yarn 
about the woman’s frantic 
efforts to cope with a 
friend’s suicide. Alluringly 
intimate, all three tales 
have the feel of autobiography, 
though Freeman doesn’t explicitly 
Own up. 

In the final piece of her mono- 
logue, however, she indulges in 
unalloyed and delightfully silly fan- 
tasy. Dressed in a leopard-skin 
bikini and four-inch heels, the per- 
former becomes a ditzy chic named 
Cherry Pittz who is raised next toa 
toxic-waste site by a drag-queen 
dad and slowly claws her way up 
the Hollywood ladder to become a 
vapid but contented sex symbol. 
Drawing on her feminine wiles, she 
finally becomes a parody of a 
woman — the son her transvestite 
father always wanted. +]

of the lyrics in the show. 

The singing and choreography 
are consistently good, but the 
numbers bleed into one another 
after a while, partly because 
they're all the same length. That's 
too bad, because there are some 
clever songs here beneath their 
surface meanings. “Conjunction 
Junction” is a call-and-response 
song with the faintest whiff of 
eroticism (“I like tying up words 
and phrases and clauses”); “A 
Victim of Gravity” has a bit of the 
doo-wop angst of “A Teenager in 
Love” (“Wish | could fall up 
instead of falling down”). In the 
weirdly charming finale, “The 
Tale of Mr. Morton,” grammar 





becomes an irresistible if benevo- 
lent force in a shy man’s life (“Mr. 
Morton is the subject of the sen- 
tence, and what the predicate says 
he does”). Most of the songs are 
tougher going; multiplication 
tables and the preamble to the US 
Constitution are boring even with 
a good beat behind them. 

The audience seemed content 
at show's end, but one question 
remained: is this such a nostalgic 
trip for the songwriters who toiled 
for ABC two decades ago in order 
to pay their rent — and now can’t 
write any adult songs for the the- 
ater because reruns of 
Schoolhouse Rock are hogging 
the stage? Bi

limiting as they are. useful. The rubric 
“modern dance” was a pretty good idea at 
first, when it distinguished newly invented 
ways of moving and choreographing from the 
traditional ways practiced in ballet. Modern 


dance implied up-to-date, when- 
ever anyone chose to do it. But 
then, after some decades, mod- 
ern dance had produced disciples 
and codified techniques, and it 
didn’t look so modern any more. 
People we started to call “post- 
moderns” distanced themselves 
from the moderns with their own 
newly invented ways of moving 
and choreographing. Postmodern 
dance implied something that 
came after modern dance, and 
later, something that intersected 
neatly with a larger ’80s culture. 
Postmodern dance has now pro- 
duced a generation or two of its 
own descendants, who think and 
move in received ways. It no 
longer seems either modern or 
postmodern. Maybe, _ until 
enough people come up with 
newly invented ways of moving 
and choreographing, we'll be liv- 
ing in the era of the pastmodern. 

Caitlin Corbett and Peter 
Schmitz, who shared a concert 
last weekend at Green Street 
Studios, have a pastmodern atti- 
tude. You can see their philosoph- 
ical antecedents in the postmod- 
ern era — Merce Cunningham, 
Trisha Brown, the Grand Union 
— and the progeny of postmod- 
ernism who were their immediate 
influences — Wendy Perron, Bill 
T. Jones, Johanna Boyce, Creach 
and Koester. Although a founda- 
tional creed of postmodernism 
ruled out narrative or thematic 
content, what I appreciated in 
both Corbett and Schmitz was 
how they dared to offer the audi- 
ence personal insights and maybe 
even beliefs, without losing post- 
modernism’s project of investi- 
gating movement, structure, and 
performing presence. 

In Corbett’s new dance, 
Chances Are, a trio of women, 
Mia Keinanen, Tonya Lockyer, 
and Aislinn MacMaster, moved 
through a thick soundscape: dis- 
tant half-heard music, singing 
that faded in and out, dogs bark- 
ing close by, bells, thunder, the 
opening of a squeaky mailbox. 
This auditory environment 
seemed to be both indoors and 
outdoors, expansive and near, 
and the women inhabited it 
according to their different 
physiques and styles. (Sound for 
both of Corbett’s pieces was cre- 
ated by Ann Steuernagel.) 

Corbett’s movement _ style 
involves finely delineated parts of 
the torso, shoulders, arms. A 
twist, a tilt, or a curving back 
leads the rest of the body off cen- 
ter, makes the legs fly up in coun- 
terbalance. Perhaps because it’s 
so upper-body oriented, the 
movement seems to be generated 
from some interior region of the 
dancers’ thought. They gesture 
oddly with their hands, as if imi- 
tating some remembered crea- 
ture. Sometimes they face the 
audience and frankly show these 
moves; other times they do them 











as if no one should be watching. 
There’s a sensuality about this, a 
feeling that even when the move- 
ment stretches out into space, the 
dancer experiences it as a touch. 

Sharing the same movement 
language and the same evocative 
space, the women in Chances Are 
seldom made overt contact. In a 
recurrent phrase, one softly 
pressed against another’s chest 
and pushed her down; the third 
woman stepped carefully over and 
between them. But otherwise, they 
seemed engaged in private mus- 
ings that didn’t reveal themselves 
in the course of public display. 

Corbett also showed Green Is 
Blue, a 1993 piece that uses a 
similar movement vocabulary but 
incorporates three senior women 
and a burly young man. The five 
dancers had a few more active 
moves — running, jumping — 
and the big man had some 
intense, sudden falls and changes 
of direction. The three seniors 
passed through gravely with ges- 
tures that framed their faces. But 
mostly the space filled up and 
emptied on a low level of energy. 
The dancers all moved in a delib- 
erately negligent way, fending off 
any sad or serious thoughts they 
might be giving to the audience. 

After a very long time, the 
movement seemed to get slower 
and more serious. Gradually the 
dancers exited, until only the 
burly man was left. He stalked 
through the space and threw him- 
self down, got up and looked, 
retraced his path, as if searching 
for something or someone lost. 

Where Corbett’s dance is low- 
key and reflective, Peter Schmitz’s 
is energetic and eager to commit. 
Return to Sender was a solo 
monologue in which he sat in a 
chair and talked incessantly, ner- 
vously, to an imaginary compan- 
ion. Or, more likely, different 
companions — a new acquain- 
tance, his mother, a shrink, a 
friend perhaps. He seemed to be 
trying to tell anecdotes that he 
couldn’t quite remember or didn’t 
want to reveal entirely. He 
seemed to be trying to explain 
himself, to identify himself, and 
he couldn’t quite put his finger on 
that, either. Rearing up out of his 
seat in agitation, writhing at a sud- 
den lapse, leaning forward with a 
charming smile, cutting it off, he 
talked and talked, and didn’t 
remember. Was he Mark? Was he 
Paul? Was he Peter? 

In the new collaborative quartet 
These Things I Do with My 
Hands, Schmitz’s companions 
were a small, sturdy woman, 
Christina Guillette, and look- 
alikes Paul Matteson and Mark 
Stuver. From a phrase pattern ini- 
tiated by both arms sweeping in 
flat planes, they moved quickly 
into contact, often by putting 
their flat hands together. They 
separated into couples and 


danced in lifting, pushing,

embracing duets. Somehow each 
pairing conveyed a different rela- 
tionship, but no matter how inti- 
mate or friendly or ambivalent a 
set was, when the duet ended they 
paired off with another partner. 
The dance was accompanied by 
three Handel arias but didn’t 
match them. In fact, the glorious 
Baroque music contrasted with 
and in some way elevated the sen- 
sitive implications of the dance. 


ALSO ON VIEW last week, 
Everett Dance Theatre demon- 
strated pastmodernism of a third 
kind. Presented by Dance 
Umbrella at the Tsai Performance 
Center, the Providence-based 
company called its piece The 
Science Project. Intimations of 
junior high school weren’t unin- 
tended, I think, but though the 
company does a lot of school per- 
formances, this piece was for adult 
audiences. The one-hour show 
was a sort of demonstration, not 
the kind with an explanatory text, 
but the kind you see in a depart- 
ment store, where they show you 
how a new potato peeler works. 
The four performers, Aaron 
Jungels, Rachael Jungels, Eddie 
Silvestre, and Marvin 
Novogrodski, activated objects 
built on various principles of 
physics. A sort of inanimate vaude- 
ville, the gadgets rolled out in fast 
succession, without leaving the- 
audience any time to think or 
sometimes even take in their sci- 
ence. The demonstrators fitted 
together lengths: of flexible track 
and rolled a 10-inch white ball 


> 








along it. They dripped water into 
buckets. Later one person got on a 
ladder and dripped water onto an 
umbrella that the person holding 
the umbrella twirled, so that the 
water flew out into a circle of drips. 
They slid a teacup down a three- 
part groove that broke apart when 
the cup passed the second joint. 
One man lay in a sandwich of nails 
and another man placed a board on 
the top of the sandwich, then 
karate-whacked the board in half. 
At one point the stage got dark and 
people began to set out prisms in 
different sizes. A glow from a hid- 
den light source sent gorgeous col- 
ors bouncing off the prisms into 
the corners and along the floor. 

After each demo, the perform- 
ers seemed to dust off their hands 
and get ready for the next one. 
They were that matter-of-fact 
about the little dance steps they 
did too — a flamenco stomp, a 
sideways shuffle, a lindy that 
looked more like wrestling than 
dancing. Sometimes they fused 
with the objects and became sci- 
ence themselves. In one sequence 
that may have lasted as long as 
three minutes, they rolled a white 
ball along their bodies, which they 
had hooked together in tricky 
ways, making it necessary to lift 
one leg just right or shove a 
shoulder forward, so as not to 
impede the motion of the ball. 
Two different times, Novogrodski 
walked backwards into the wings 
reciting a list of kitschy souvenirs 
he found in his family’s house. 

All this was moderately enter- 
taining, but it also came with a cau- 














tionary text, mingling references to 
the atomic physicist J. Robert 
Oppenheimer with tales of the 
Holocaust. These were delivered in 
hoky, sometimes barely intelligible 
ways, so I don’t know what we 
were supposed to make of them. 

Everett artistic director 
Dorothy Jungels seems to have 
absorbed postmodern lessons 
from Pilobolus (the people 
machine with the ball), David 
Gordon (the offhand, forget- 
about-the-consequences moves), 
Ann Carlson (art is education is 
fun), Elizabeth Streb (work with 
the objects), and the pedestrian 
pieces of Twyla Tharp (Deuce 
Coupe, Bum’s Rush). 

Another part of postmod- 
ernism’s legacy is the inclusive- 
ness it encouraged. Not only 
eclectic subject matter and lay- 
ered collage forms but people of 
any size, shape, and age could be 
in the dance, and they could be 
dancing, not dancing, talking, 
singing, teaching, making things. 
These multitalented ensembles 
can adapt well to educational for- 
mats, which in turn ensures their 
own survival. I can well imagine 
Everett’s theatricalized science 
projects as learning aids; this 
month the company is working 
with the Agassiz School in 
Cambridge and students at 


Northeastern University. 
Presumably, the performers 
explain how the one guy on the 
teeter-totter can balance the three 
standing on the other end. You 
couldn’t illustrate a lesson better.

The radio’s on, but is Vowell listening? 
BY CHARLES TAYLOR Perhaps the confidence that comes from 


being, at 25, certain of what you know is the only way for a critic to 
realize, at 35, that you don’t know jack shit. There’s a lot of talent in 


Radio On, Sarah Vowell’s diary of 
a year spent listening to the radio. 
Trying to sort out her reactions, to 
get down how she connects and 
doesn’t connect with what comes 
over the airwaves, Vowell brashly 
stakes out new territory. “While 
American newspapers and maga- 
zines employ armies of critics to 
dissect the content and influence 
of television, movies, art, and 
music, radio is rarely covered,” she 
points out. She _ continues: 
“Glancing at the ‘Radio 
Highlights’ section of any metro- 
politan daily, you’d think that all 
we hear is Puccini or public policy 
— Rush Limbaugh was never 
born and Kurt Cobain never died.” 

Vowell says that she, at times, 
hears something like all America 
fighting it out inside her radio. 
And she sets out not so much to 
act as ref as to get a good ringside 
seat and enjoy the brawl. The 
trouble is that her book is so 
awash in received opinion and 
oversimplifications, and she has 
such a weakness for easy targets, 
that it becomes more and more 
irritating as it goes on. | stuck 
with Radio On mainly because 
Vowell,. a music and book 
critic/art-history student and 
teacher, is trying to come to terms 
with an increasingly crucial con- 
tradiction for critics who write 
about popular culture: the feeling 
of being on the outs with the pop- 
ulace. 

Radio is one of the places I’ve 
felt that contradiction most 
strongly in the past few years.

segregated (not just racially but 
stylistically), the definition of 
“pop” or “rock” has become so 
narrow that there has been no 
place to hear a mix of music that 
includes the variety of artists who 
fit under those banners. I could 
find Beck or Nirvana on one sta- 
tion, but forget about the Fugees 
or De La Soul. I could hear La 
Bouche or Everything But the 
Girl on another, but that would 
mean suffering through Celine 
Dion (she’s the only good argu- 
ment I’ve heard for Québecois 
separatism). Chris Isaak is 
marooned in soft-rock hell. And 
I’ve yet to find Aimee Mann or 
Amy Rigby, to say nothing of 
more marginal artists like Jale, the 
Spinanes, Sleater-Kinney, and 
Sarge (see page 18). 

Vowell isn’t writing of radio as 
simply a musical outlet. She hears 
diversity in the overall variety of 
what’s on, rather than focusing 
on formats. Still, she’s very aware 
of how radio can divide and con- 
quer. The sudden affinities she 
finds for voices, songs, sensibili- 
ties, things that stir up a feeling of 
solitude all the stronger for its 
desire to connect, can just as eas- 
ily turn to rage at the stupidity or 
mediocrity out there. She has a 
fan’s obsessiveness, and a fan’s 


snap judgments, at one point 
yanking a Little Richard/James 
Brown tape out of her machine so 
that it isn’t contaminated when a 
Lionel Richie song comes over 
the radio. She is cruel and merci- 
lessly accurate recording her 
impressions of Jerry Garcia’s 
death: “They play a tape of Garcia 
saying, ‘I would like to be thought 
of as a competent musician,’ and 
I guess he was that. But compe- 
tent doesn’t mean shit.” 

Vowell is similarly pitiless 
toward what a friend of hers 
deems the “hopelessly compe- 
tent” National Public Radio. She 
listens to the calm, reasoned voic- 
es of the anchors and commenta- 
tors and hears civic-minded 
muzak. Tuning in to “Talk of the 
Nation” (a title that takes on an 
exquisite irony) two days after the 
Oklahoma City bombing, she 
hears hosts Neil Conan and Nina 
Totenberg shut up (and shut off) 
the callers who want to draw 
attention to the uneasy parallels 
between the rhetoric of the mili- 
tias and the rhetoric the GOP 
used to win Congress in 1994. 

But Vowell is so prone to vis- 
ceral reaction that she doesn’t 
always think through her own 
responses. On almost everything 
having to do with feminism, she’s 





Phantom love 


The latest invention of Amy Bloom 
BY SCOTT TIMBERG Few short-story collections in recent years 


have drawn as much attention as Come to Me, a slim volume that 
nearly landed its author, central Connecticut psychotherapist Amy 


Bloom, the 1993 National Book 
Award for its tales of sex, death, 
and family. The opening story, 
“Love Is Not a Pie,” discussed a 
ménage 4 trois in a way that had 
nothing to do with French film. 
“Silver Water” told of an emo- 
tionally disturbed girl with great 
empathy but little sentimentality. 
Both ended up in annual Best 
American Short Stories collec- 
tions. Bloom, who’s capable of a 
nearly deadpan tone and a style 
sO spare as to be almost minimal- 
ist, garnered a healthy run with 
the New Yorker and prospects for 
another book. 

The ensuing novel picks up 
where one of the stories (“Light 
Breaks Where No Sun Shines”) 
left off. The story’s title came 

















from a Dylan Thomas lyric, 
though it’s hard to imagine a 
scene less lyrical than the story’s 
opener, with an awkward, inse- 
cure girl, wearing little more 
than pink glasses, standing in the 
back room of Furs by Klein in 
Great Neck, New York. She 
basks in the glow of the balding 
proprietor, trying on expensive 
furs and hats, in a sequence both 
sweet and intensely uncomfort- 
able. 

It’s the first of several odd rela- 
tionships for Elizabeth, the book’s

protagonist and sometime narra- 
tor, who seeks affection with an 
innocent recklessness. A bored 
suburban kid too smart for her 
peers, she shoplifts, gets leaves 
stuffed down her shirt, and writes 
“poems about loneliness . . . and 
poets dying in the Russian snow.” 

The novel’s title, Love Invents 
Us, is typical of Bloom’s capacity 
for irony and literary richness. It 
expresses both romantic senti- 
ment and, in the case of the char- 
acter whose life the book traces, a 
chillingly literal one: Elizabeth

defensive and near paranoid. The 
absolute nadir of the book is 
reached when she writes, “Any 
woman is well aware that a group 
of more than three men you don’t 
know, convened in any configura- 
tion is, whether real or imagined, 
a threat.” Worse than the flabby, 
nonsensical writing (the defini- 
tiveness of the verb “is” immedi- 
ately contradicted by the clause 
“whether real or imagined”) is the 
sentence’s offensiveness. Try sub- 
stituting “blacks” or “Latinos” for 
“men,” and the “ethics” of label- 
ing any group of people a threat 
become clear. 

Radio On’s biggest problem is 
that Vowell is too quick to con- 
fuse what people are with the per- 


exists only when love, or at least 
the semblance of sex, exists. As a 
result the book is both fascinating 
and, like a bad love affair, 
strangely unsatisfying. 

Moving from the furrier to a 
piano teacher, Elizabeth later 
befriends an elderly black woman 
after being lured to the local AME 
gospel church (“Where Everyone 
Is Somebody and Jesus Is Lord 
Over All”) by the sweet sounds of 
gospel. She’s sleeping with her 
English teacher when a young 
basketball player dribbles his way 
into her life; much of the last two- 
thirds of the book looks at the 
way Elizabeth accommodates 
these two lovers. 

The book can be read as many 
things — a Jewish novel, a book 
about Long Island, a chronicle of 
suburbia — but it may be most 
enduring as a study in self- 
absorption. The efficiency of 
Bloom’s writing affords almost 
immediate access to the inner 
lives of her characters. What’s 
remarkable, though, is how little 
progress you make. Even by the 
novel’s end, you will know 
Elizabeth as incompletely as her 
friends and lovers do, and you 
may find her neuroses similarly 
frustrating. And though you get 
a sense of her relationships to 
others, they remain ciphers as 
well. 

What’s more, it’s startling 
when the book shifts to third per- 
son just before the halfway mark. 








sonas they assume when a micro- 
phone is opened to them. There’s 
something smug, superior, and 
too damn easy in her voice too 
much of the time. You can detect 
it in the way she scores points off 
Rush Limbaugh’s dittoheads. It’s 
a lot harder, and a lot more unset- 
tling, to hear the fear and grasp- 
ing in the voice of a caller who 
announces himself as a reformed 
liberal. Her description of that 
caller comes at the end of the 


book, and the wisecracks she 
unloads make you wonder how 
closely she’s ‘been listening.

It’s almost as if Elizabeth felt she 
were giving too much away. “She 
was not drippingly miserable, she 
was not an affront to society,” the 
narrator tells us. “She paid her 
bills. She didn’t smell or piss on 
other people’s lawns. She suf- 
fered from the opposite of ‘phan- 
tom limb’ syndrome; something 
essential appeared to be present, 
but it was not.” 

Bloom’s skills as a writer go 
beyond her ability to sketch an 
intriguing protagonist. She’s 
especially adept at capturing the 
details of American social class, 
which acquire an almost semiotic 
precision as when Elizabeth 
describes the home of her English 
teacher, with attention to the 
leather-and-bronze door knocker 
and unmown lawn. “Every cliché 
of bohemian life was new and 
charming to me. My parents had 
taken me to Versailles when I was 
eleven and I was not half so 
impressed.” 

Near the end of the book, 
Elizabeth tries to reconcile her 
good deeds with her infractions. 
“I have made a whole life for us, 
and although I sometimes feel like 
those intelligent felons, escaping 
through the prison laundry truck 
to practice small-town medicine, 
well and attentively, for twenty 
years before the Feds show up, it 
is a life that makes sense to 
me. ... | am happy every morn- 
ing and I am sad only late at 
night.” a.

hard rock than Veruca Salt’s new Eight Arms 
To Hold You (Outpost/Geffen) — a spunky, 
ebullient romp that owes at least as much to 
the Bangles as it does to AC/DC. Peppered 


with unsanctimonious metal riffs, 
sugar-rush melodies, and splen- 
dorous multi-layered vocal 
arrangements, Eight Arms won't 
admit to any stimulants stronger 
than youth and adrenaline. Even 
when singers/guitarists Louise 

Post and Nina Gordon talk about 

“teenage medication flowin’ 

through my veins -. . . causin’ a 

sensation that | can’t explain,” it 
turns out they’re only freebasing 
through their headphones — 
“fallin’ in love, my Walkman and 
me, with David Bowie.” And if 
Veruca Salt’s charmingly self-con- 
scious naiveté makes them good- 
ie-goodies, that’s infinitely prefer- 
able to L7, who on their new The 
Beauty Process: Triple Platinum 
(Slash/Reprise, in stores February 
25) fall prey to their own worst 
impulses, sounding less like tiber- 
bad-ass metal-wench Stagger 
Lisas than jaded, alcoholic cynics. 

Even when Veruca Salt crank 
up the volume and break out 
gnarly riffs, they’re still closer to 
Alicia Silverstone than to Joan 
Jett. “I could try to sing until it 
rings but my voice comes out 
uptight,” Post and Gordon admit 
on the sparkling, dew-soaked 
“The Morning Sad.” And later, 
amid the Zeppelin-stoked swag- 
ger of “Earthcrosser” (the obliga- 
tory touring song), Post screams, 
“It's 2 a.m./Where’s my lip 
gloss?!” They’re not concerned 
with beating the boys at their own 
rock and roll games so much as 
maybe catching their eye. 

Recorded last June through 
September in Maui with Bob Rock 
(who on the basis of his work here 
is forgiven for ruining Metallica), 
Eight Arms has the sunny, vibrant 
feel of a heavy-metal summer 
camp — and the gawky, wide- 
eyed panic of post-adolescent 
drama. “Is this the weekend?/Is 
that your girlfriend? No, she’s 
green and innocent/You smoke 
her like she’s incense,” Gordon 
and Post sing raw-throated on the 
thunder-struck opener, “Straight.” 
Introduced with a jeering howl of 
feedback and a pummeling bass 
rhythm that wouldn’t feel out of 
place on a Jesus Lizard album, 
“Straight” quickly reveals itself as 
chunky, fist-pumping car-radio 
fuel, ripping off the “You’ve Got 
Another Thing Coming” riff and 
subverting it into what might be 
the only straight-edge heavy-metal 
song ever recorded (“You sleep 
better when you’re/You eat better 
when you’re/You sing better when 
you’re/You need me more when 
you're straight”). 

“Straight” is just the opening 
salvo on an album that celebrates 
the “green and innocent,” an 
album for clueless teenage do- 
gooders aching to come out of 
their shells — sort of a sound- 
track for a coming-of-age fairy- 
tale. “Forget humility,” Gordon 
and Post squeal with delight, “Oh, 
what’s coming over me? 


Heaven help me | know it’s so 
awesome!” On “Awesome” and 
the Schoolhouse Rock-—ready 
“Sound of the Bell” (“I don't 
wanna go down like sunlight/I 
don’t wanna go out like the 
moonlight/I don’t wanna _ be 
found at the sound of the bell”), 
the duo are like a pair of Catholic 
schoolgirls cutting out of the con- 
vent for the first time. Or maybe 
like Janet from The Rocky Horror 
Picture Show, because in the next 
song, the melancholic power 
anthem “One Last Time,” they’re 
lamenting, “When you're near- 
by/I see you and want you to 
try/To love me like a monster.” 
Eight Arms To Hold You shifts 
effortlessly from hooky high- 
octane power pop (“Volcano 
Girls,” “Awesome”) to AC/DC-ish 
swagger (“Don’t Make Me Prove 
It”) to orchestrated balladry and 
back again, easily surpassing in 
breadth and consistency 1994’s 
American Thighs and last year’s 
Steve Albini—produced EP Blow It 
Out Your Ass It’s Veruca Salt. 
“With David Bowie” shows drum- 
mer Stacey Jones wasn’t the only 
thing they stole from Letters to 
Cleo (Jones replaced Jim.Shapiro 
after the album was recorded) — 
there’s evidence of Kay Hanley’s 
protracted little-girl enunciation 
and Cleo’s kinetic rhythmic drive. 
On “Benjamin” and “Loneliness Is 
Worse,” both of which could go 
ballistic on AAA radio, they ape the 
00s nods of the 
Bangles/Bannanarama pop axis 
and split the difference between 
(solo-era) Belinda Carlisle and 
Susanna Hoffs on the vocal deliv- 
ery. If all this sounds a little corny 
on paper, it’s carefree and light-

hearted fun on disc, bubbling over 
with a sugarcoated euphoria that 
makes the Smashing Pumpkins’ 
“1979” sound like stoic, maudlin 
nostalgia. To quote heavy-metal 
defender Chuck Eddy on AC/DC, 
“They never expend so much ener- 
gy on not being pretentious that 
their ‘sincerity’ turns ‘important.’ ” 

Which is to say they’re not too 
earnest to make fun of themselves. 
Coy winks and cheeky references 
abound: the keyboard intro from 
Guns N’ Roses’ “November Rain” 
runs through “Sound of the 
Bell”; “One Last Time” is 
based on a Journey tune and 
quotes from the chorus at 
the end. The album’s title, of 
course, was the working title 
for the Beatles’ Help! (which 
they follow up on in the 
Hawaii-inspired single, 
“Volcano Girls,” by reveal- 
ing that Louise is the 
Seether, in the same way the 
Beatles dropped hints that 
Paul was the Walrus). 

But there’s no one laugh- 
ing in the L7 camp. After a 
string of brilliant punk- 
metal manifestos — 1988's 
L7 (Epitaph), 1990's Smell 
the Magic (Sub Pop), and 
1992’s Bricks Are Heavy 
(Slash/Reprise), in which 
they recast rock’s mytho- 
logical bad-ass as a woman 
who had “so much clit she don’t 
need no balls” and effectively 
proved they could out-drink, out- 
fight, out-rock, out-shove, and 
out-fuck anyone who dared get in 
their way — they seemed to hit 
an impasse on 1994’s uneven, 
sludge-heavy Hungry for Stink 
(Slash). The Beauty Process 
sounds like a swan song. The 
frustration, detachment, and 
growing cynicism that colored 
Stink have overpowered what was 
left of their tongue-in-cheek 
humor, their barbed-wire social 
conscience, and their dead-on 
punk-styled muse (“Poetry’s in | 
motion, but not in my mind,” 
they sing at one point). Where 
Stink’s “Andres” succeeded even | 
though it was about nothing — | 
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because, as with the best heavy 
metal, they let their guitars do the 
talking — the new album falters 
not only in its lyrics but in its 
music. 

From a band who've always put 
a premium on speed, The Beauty 


Process has trouble getting out of | 


first gear. The distortion and the 
tempos drag, the lyrics putter. 
Mostly the band seem obsessed 
with getting fucked up (which 
may explain why longtime bassist 
Jennifer Finch quit to go back to

school after the album was 
recorded; aerobic optimist and 
former Belly bassist — Gail 
Greenwood replaces her). The 
only pronouncement of note is 
that they're “off the wagon and on 
the town,” and even when they're 
not singing about drinking they 
can’t keep the alcohol references 
from leaking in: there’s a straight- 
up (if comically cliché’d) love 
song called “Moonshine,” a scat- 
tered rant called “Bitter Wine,” 
and a sickly dirge with the chorus 
“Must Have More.” 

What’s left is unremarkable. The 
first and last songs are like 
“Andres,” only without a riff. The 
opener repeats the album title over 
a single Melvins-y chord; the outro 
repeats the names “Lorenza, 






Giada, Allesandra” over and over, 
faster and faster, over a near-iden- 
tical clamor. The first real song, 
“Drama,” is the album’s best — a 
buckling, hemorrhaging thrash riff 
decked out with air-raid-siren licks 
and a low-end anti-hook. And 
though it’s got the feisty, habitually 
pissed-off rancor of vintage L7, 
this time that rancor’s unfocused 
— it’s just turned into a permanent 
chip on their shoulders: “One, one, 
one and one is two, we got a 
drama... My piss is yellow and the

sky is blue/We got a drama.” 

But the real enemy on The Beatty 
Process seems to be writers’ block 
— which causes the album to take 
on a sense of formless dead and 
foreboding. “I can’t shake what’s 
hanging over me/I can’t shake it 
this brain freeze,” they sing on 
“Bad Things.” “Something out 
there’s messin with me.” And the 
problem might be even worse than 
that, as they grudgingly admit on 
the album’s other bright point, the 
churning, anthemic, funny “The 
Masses Are Asses”: “I still get 
angry/I still get sad/And the losers 
still drive me mad/But | wonder if 
I have anything to say anymore.” 
Yeah, the masses may be asses, but 
not because they choose Veruca 
Salt over this swill. @ 













Cherry 2000 join the Orangutang survivors’ club 
BY BRETT MILANO There are few chancier 


propositions in local rock than new bands 


formed by members of hotshot defunct bands. 


Anyone who follows the Boston scene can 


probably reel off a list of second-time-around 
attempts that never panned out. Somehow, 


the members of Orangutang have 
managed to avoid the jinx. 
Singer/guitarist Chris Dyas, 
drummer Todd Perlmutter, and 
bassist Joe Klompus have all gone 
on to play in well-liked outfits 
(Trona, Jocobono, and Jack 
Drag, respectively). Maybe 
they're just reaping good karma, 
inasmuch as Orangutang’s one 
major-label album flopped so 
miserably. 


That leaves guitarist Dave 
Steele, who stayed undercover for 
more than a_ year after 


Orangutang’s demise. But he had 
an ace up his sleeve and it’s called 
Cherry 2000, who take this 
month’s Demo Derby with their 
straightforwardly titled tape, 
Cherry 2000 Play Seven Songs. 
The line-up represents a super- 
group of sorts. Singer/guitarist 
Leah Blesoff hails from Speed 
Queen, and the rhythm section of 
Steve Venable and Mike Savage 
come from Fudge, a Virginia 
band who released two albums on 
Caroline. Like the parent bands, 
Cherry 2000 blend a big loud gui- 
tar sound with some attention to 
songcraft, but that’s the end of 
the easy categorizing. The seven 
songs range in length from 10 
seconds (“Ghost,” an old-school 
hardcore number) to 10 minutes 
(“Lungfish,” a psychedelic drone 
heavy on the wah-wah). Although 
most of the tracks are at least a bit 
melodic, the band have fewer pop 
leanings than Orangutang did, 
preferring an edgier and more 
nervous sound. 

The opening “Blood Red” is 
slow and minor-key, with a 
haunting melody that gets pum- 
meled by the guitars. “Purified” is 
a good example of post-Nirvana 
alternative rock, with a hectic 
tempo and a screaming, distorted 
vocal (Blesoff and Steele trade off 
vocal leads, though their voices 
are more similar than you might 
expect). And “New Waste of 
Time,” seemingly an anti-TV 
number, would be their token pop 
song if not for a spooky steel-gui- 
tar part and a slash-and-burn 
solo. It’s confrontational stuff, 
though the mix of catchy/weird 
and raw/polished isn’t far from 
what makes the more enlightened 
A&R types drool these days. 

Steele took some time off 
between bands, doing commer- 
cial and soundtrack work as a 
day job. It made his next move 
easier that Speed Queen and 
Fudge broke up around the same 
time Orangutang did. 

“I don’t see us as being any- 
where stylistically yet,” he says. 
“We’re still a new band trying to 
find out where we are, so it’s a 
very open thing.” The hardcore 
song was something Steele wrote 
10 years ago; the band learned it 
out of frustration after a song 
they’d spent hours on didn’t pan 
out. And the long psychedelic 
drone is a good example of what 








he couldn’t always do in 
Orangutang. “I always loved 
hearing 15-minute sonic sculp- 
tures, but it’s hard to come out 
and release something like that.” 
The abstract lyrics are also some- 
thing of a trademark, but Steele 
says that the song topics range 
from swimming (“Lungfish”) to 
“Sullen Man,” which is about 
“someone who feels so righteous 
they'll impose their morality on 
people — a John Salvi type.” 

He adds that Cherry 2000 is 
not a change of direction. “I’ve 
always been what I’ve been, but in 
a band you're always compro- 
mised. Orangutang became 
something that none of us wanted 
it to be — this big, hulking mon- 
strosity. Some of the music we 
did was great, but in the end we 
all felt pretty compromised by it.” 
However, there’s no bad blood 
among the Orangutangers: 
Perlmutter co-engineered Cherry 
2000's tape, and the band will 
share a T.T.’s bill with Trona on 
March 28. (They'll also be at 
T.T.’s, with Talking to Animals 
and Verago-go, on March 12.) 


RUNNERS-UP. Max are the best, 
and probably the only, local alter- 
native-rock band fronted by a 
father/son team — in this case, 
Noise editor/publisher T. Max (on 
guitar) and his son, singer/bassist 
Izzy Maxwell. Their musical inspi- 
ration comes from an era that 
ended at least 10 years before Izzy 
was born — that giddy, day-glo 
summer of 1967, whose spirit is 
tongue-in-cheekily recalled in 
Max’s psychedelic homages. The 
sound is best described as psyche- 
delic bubblegum, with lots of mel- 
lotrons, backwards tapes, like- 
wow lyrics (“Come join our love 
invasion, we're out to spread love 
through your town/You’ll feel our 
love vibration, the essence of our 
music sound”), and sweet sing- 
along tunes. Somewhere the 
Banana Splits are smiling. (Not 
included, alas, is the cover of the 
Strawberry Alarm  Clock’s 
“Incense & Peppermints” that they 
played at a recent gig). Like many 
bands who poke fun at psyche- 
delia, Max give the impression 
they’ve got a genuine affection for 
this stuff. Ten points for the sound 
effects in “Ride the Dove,” which 
I'm willing to bet were sampled off 
the Fab Four’s “Free as a Bird.” 
The three big P’s — punk, pop, 
and psychedelia — also play into 
the four-song demo by Gel, which 
features a mighty confident vocal 
performance by sometime Boston 
Rock Opera performer Lisa 
Button. Jumbling a handful of 
influences, it’s a nice mix of garagy 
playing and sophisticated writing; 
think of the Lilys’ recent album, 
where the songs all have a ’60s feel 
but never resolve quick and easy 
the way ‘60s songs do. 
“Phasehead” would be the best 
example on Gel’s tape; there are at

least three melodic ideas, and they 
trade off throughout the song. 
Button’s soaring, Grace Slick—like 
turns on “The Only One” prove 
that her confidence is justified. 

Can't resist the kind of hyper- 
nervous punk put down by 
Goliath; their tape’s opener, 
“Outta My Way,” has exactly the 
kind of attack you might expect 
from a song of that title. 
Screaming guitars (Merritt 
Grooms) and screaming vocals 
(Caroline Shelley) charge and 
rage all over the place. The other 
two songs take a more melodic 
approach, but the sentiments 
aren’t much sweeter. “Betty K” 
concerns a particularly fucked-up 
friend: “I saw Betty in the orange 
room, she wasn’t wearing any 
clothes/I’m still looking, search- 
ing for the remnants of her nose.” 
The style is retro-punk: good 
sound and bad vibes. 

The first song on Grainger’s 
three-song demo, “On the Use of 
Spies,” is enough to make you 
hunt the band down-and demand 
they play something loud. A slow, 
lurching bass line introduces the 
tune. You hear the singer’s throat 
being cleared just when you 
expect the vocal to start. When, 
finally, the lyrics emerge, they’re 
about the same kind of impa- 
tience you’re beginning to feel: 


“You sit down, sit down/And 
nothing is for sure/And our god- 
damn faces are all made up.. .” 
And still the band don’t crash in; 
instead the lurching bass line 
comes around to increase the ten- 
sion before the song simply cuts 
off. Very bare-bones and quite 
effective. Thank God there’s a 
loud rocker (“World Caved In”) 
at the end of the tape. 

Fur’s three-song tape is this 
month’s nominee in the unmitigat- 
ed-pop department. There's 
enough distortion on its guitars to 
make it modern-sounding, but the 
harmonies and songwriting are out 
of a very ‘60s bag of tricks. And 
Max already put me in enough of a 
peace-and-love mood to appreciate 
the chant of “Listen to your heart” 
that’s the bridge on “Far Cry.”

TON! BRAXTON 

& KENNY G: 
PLAYING FOR THE 
OVERLOOKED 


How lucky can Toni Braxton be? Two 
million-selling CDs, songs written for 
her by love wizard Babyface, a power- 
ful gut voice as lush as the fullest life, 
and — at last! — a first concert in 
Boston. At the FleetCenter, no less, 
opening for Kenny G last Friday. 
Fronting a five-piece band, her voice 
supported by the well-known harmo- 
ny foursome Mint Condition, Braxton 
delivered the luscious, horny mourn- 
fulness that’s been her signature ever 
since “Another Sad Love Song,” her 
first CD’s first cut. 

Braxton’s forte is the unfulfilled but 
ever-so-needy love ballad. And when 
she performed them, she moved as 
slowly as a sigh. Although standing, 
with the mike held high, she seemed 
recumbent. In vertiginous songs like 
“Breathe Again,” “Unbreak My 
Heart,” and the transcendent “You're 
Makin’ Me High,” she choked up her 
notes and contorted them, giving her- 
self up to the drummer’s painful tem- 
pos as no fewer than three key- 
boardists overlaid her husky solos 
with a thick burden of melody. Mint 
Condition’s nearly unison singing 
quadrupled the music’s sweet melan- 
choly, forcing its distanced attentions 
onto Braxton, who responded by rais- 
ing her arms as if in supplication or by 
spreading them wide — a suggestion 
of breathing room — as she slid her 
torso across the stage. 

It’s been said that Braxton owes her 
style to Anita Baker, but she doesn’t. 
Where Baker, always the activist, low- 
ers her voice and forces the music, 
Braxton lets the music lead her. At the 
FleetCenter all she did, in her hit 
songs’ ready-to-be-loved mode, was 
to respond, and to accept, as if the 
music were a god and she a mere 
mortal. 

Braxton was right about that, 
because there was indeed a god of 
music on stage that night, in the per- 
son of Kenny G, the concert’s main 
attraction. The saxophone star is not 
held in high esteem by most critics, 
but he didn’t seem to mind. He 
entered from the back of the 
FleetCenter audience, as is his cus- 
tom, his tenor sax speaking brief, fast, 
elfin notes as he approached the stage. 
He played melodically simple stuff. 
His gently sentimental solos seemed 
to be remembering bygones and far- 
away images. His slim face grinned a 
bit as he extended his favorite instru- 
ment, the soprano sax, sideways 
toward off stage. Like Braxton, he 
hardly ever varied the theme. 
Supported by a first-rate five-piece 
band, he did venture, twice, into 
deeply danceable, Latin-tinged beats. 

But ensemble work was only a 
diversion from Kenny G’s main point: 
that what counts is the still, small 
voice of the inner soul, in which quiet 
joys can in turn raise their voices. At 
his most characteristic — and best- 
played —- moments, he seemed 
almost invisible as he ran briskly 
through riffs as fiercely joyous as any- 
thing in pop music today. 

This was appropriate, because he 
had attracted to his please-overlook- 
me sound an audience of all ages and 
as racially integrated as any I’ve seen 
at a Boston concert since the disco 
years — an audience of what, in the 
month of media-noted O.J. Simpson 
divisiveness, could only be called the 
overlooked. It was not an audience of 
spiked-hair conformists or drag- 
queened narcissists, and Kenny G’s 
unadventurous embellishments (they 
were too structurally restricted to 
merit being called improvisations) 


were hardly music of difficulty or in- 
your-face. But his many-minute cir- 
cular breathing solos did signify a bold 


steadfastness, and his very simpleness 


— so like Forrest Gump in its pithy 
transparency — aroused the audi- 
ence, just as his entering and exiting

through the crowd sent a message of 
an unmilitant solidarity far more sin- 
gular than the conventional rebellions 
ranted by the poseurs of MTV music. 
For Kenny G and his audience, it was 
a night of headline-free reaffirmation.

MATTHEW SHIPP 
AND WILLIAM 
PARKER: 
FURIOUS 
CONSONANCE 


In the spectrum of the jazz avant- 
garde, Matthew Shipp and William 
Parker represent vintage free-jazz 
skronk. Bassist Parker is an alumnus 
of the bands of Cecil Taylor, arguably 
the father of free jazz. Together, 
Parker and pianist Shipp often work 
with another former Taylor bandmate, 
tenor-saxist Davis S. Ware. And Shipp 
is Taylor’s foremost young disciple on 
the keyboard. When Shipp and Parker 
held forth at the ICA Theatre (pre- 
sented by the Boston Creative Music 
Alliance) a week ago Thursday, their 
performance was alternately brilliant 
and tedious. 

Unlike other hues of the avant- 
garde, Taylor jazz offers few signposts 
for the listener: no regular beat or key 
or chord patterns, not even the static, 
grounding harmonies of modal jazz. 
Improvisation may be based on a sim- 
ple recurring leitmotif, free pulse-like 
rhythms, or nothing more than a par- 
ticular feeling. Along those lines, 
Shipp can unleash delicate filigree in 
the piano’s upper register, or his fin- 
gers can scatter rapid flurries of notes, 
or he can hammer away with both 
hands at the bottom end of the key- 
board, sending up a vast, roaring 
shout. You can sense the deliberation 
and technique in Shipp’s marksman- 
ship. But this music is not about linear 
development, the narrative of melodic 
line, or even the vertical forms of 
stacked harmonies and scales. It’s 
about texture and mass (one of 
Shipp’s album titles is Critical Mass), 
even the push and pull of negative and 
positive space. 

Last Thursday night, Shipp and 
Parker played two sets of about 45 





minutes each, plus a five-minute 
encore. The first set included 
“Autumn Leaves” and the second 
“Summertime.” But those standards 
were mere way stations in the overall 
musical assault. As Shipp ascended 
and descended the keyboard, thinning 
the textures out to a lacy transparency 
or whipping them into dense, seismic 
clusters, Parker often followed him 
with a regular pattern of evenly spaced 
quarter-notes sounded in a thick, 
blunt tone. I call them quarter-notes, 
but this was not the “walking” of jazz 
in 4/4. Parker’s time is his own, and if 
that sounds like a metaphor, then 
maybe Parker intends it that way. 
With that massive tone and the single- 
minded urgency of notes leaning first 
into the beat and then away from it, 
Parker doesn’t so much keep time as 
carve a path for himself out of the air. 
It’s a furious, joyful, liberated concep- 
tion of his instrument. 

Shipp and Parker walked roughly 
the same path, converging when 
Parker mimicked Shipp’s high notes 
with trebly buzzing strings (and his 
thicker textures, with droning double 
stops) or the two landed on a repeat- 
ed unison of slamming chords, like a 
chant. I’d say Parker had several of the 
more memorable moments. He began 
the second set with some dissonant 
bowing that conjured a distant train 
whistle, and he kept repeating a bluesy 
three- or four-note fragment that 
became a kind of call and response, 
answering busy double stops and left- 
hand pizzicato flourishes. The melod- 
ic fragment grew louder, softened, 
moved into the distance and returned, 
then dissolved again in another burst 
of aural scribbles. 

Rock strongman Henry Rollins’s 
2.13.61 label is releasing a lot of 
Shipp material, old and new. You can 
hear him with Parker on Zo, with the 
legendary Chicago saxophonist/com- 
poser Roscoe Mitchell on 2-Z, and on 
the reissued Critical Mass with Parker, 
violinist Mat Maneri, and drummer 
Whit Dickey. A recently released trio 
album with Parker and Dickey, Prism 
(Brinkman), recorded in 1993, fea- 
tures just two tunes, Prism I and Prism 
II, both nearly a half-hour each. The 
addition of Dickey is welcome. He 
helps fill out this music’s propulsive, 


trance-like, tidal force.

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Wynton’s epic comes to Symphony Hall - 


BY JON GARELICK When is a piece of music too long? Blood on 
the Fields, Wynton Marsalis’s piece for vocalists and jazz band, is the 
latest contender to raise the question. At three hours, it dwarfs any 


single work by a jazz composer, 
including Duke  Ellington’s 
extended works. It’s a question 
the classical music world has long 
been used to: a “flaw” of 
Schubert’s piano sonatas is that 
they’re too long, but on the other 
hand, where do you cut them? 
That sentiment was echoed by 
an acquaintance on the Mass Ave 
bus after Marsalis and the Lincoln 
Center Jazz Orchestra’s sold-out 
performance of Blood on the 
Fields last Friday in Symphony 
Hall, as part of the BankBoston 
Celebrity Series. “You could make 
an argument for any of those sec- 
tions being in there,” he said. 
What’s more, it was a stirring 


performance. 
Marsalis has tried other long- 
form pieces — two of them on 


albums, In This House, on This 
Morning (a piece based on 
African-American church ser- 
vices), and the dance piece Citi 
Movement. Blood on the Fields, 
premiered in 1994, is the most 





successful. The narrative looks at 
slavery in America through the 
lives of two central characters, 
Leona (sung by Cassandra 
Wilson) and _ Jesse (Miles 
Griffith). The veteran jazz vocal- 
ist Jon Hendricks plays a slave 
buyer and a comic trickster/wise 
man named Juba. We follow the 
characters’ lives from the “middle 
passage” from Africa (where Jesse 
was a prince and Leona a com- 
moner) through to their escape to 
the North many years later. The 
13-piece band served as a Greek 
chorus, introducing most of the 
21 sections with spoken narrative. 

The piece is held together by 
music as well as narrative. There 


are recurring motifs — Afro- 
Caribbean piano vamps, New 
Orleans second-line parade 


rhythms, the blues, and a shuffle 
rhythm punctuated by handclap 
and foot stomp. What’s more, the 
transformation of the characters 
is reflected in the music. That 
handclap takes on a new meaning

by the end of the piece, just as 
Jesse’s life does. 

Yes, it’s long (and the 
Symphony Hall chairs were no 
help), but individual sections 
move with swift economy. There 
are no grandstanding passages 
for soloist and rhythm section 
(turns by guest pianist Marcus 
Roberts and violinist Regina 
Carter were the least essential). 
Usually, the solos were orches- 
trated with rich complementary 
activity in other sections of the 
band. Marsalis himself took a 
stunning turn in the “Back to 
Basics” instrumental _ section, 
ratcheting the tension with his 
coiled plunger-mute statements. 
But there were also rapid succes- 
sions of trading fours among 
trombones, saxes, and trumpets, 
and Marsalis built up to his great- 
est solo frenzy while a lot of this 
was going on. The passage settled 
down and faded out to some eeri- 
ly lovely repeated four-note 
phrases from the saxes.

viceable if smartly paced 
— alternating uptempo 
and slow passages, bal- 
lads and fast scat. 
Hendricks in particular 
gets a couple of star 
turns, and Griffith has a 
rasping, soul-shout deliv- 
ery. Marsalis, though, 
isn’t the first composer to 
struggle with an English 
libretto that won’t project 
— all over Symphony 
Hall, listeners kept their 
eyes glued to the text in 
order to hear the words. 
And though the individual 
pieces were acceptable as 
vocal “parts,” I didn’t 
hear any great songs. 
That said, the piece is 
durable. In some sections, 
Marsalis has pushed him- 
self as far as I’ve ever 
heard him go with 








Many composers write for 
large jazz band differently from 
what Marsalis does (George 
Russell, Muhal Richard Abrams, 
Carla Bley, Steve Lacy, the late 
Julius Hemphill), but I can’t think 
of anyone who’s doing it better. 
He’s a wizard at blending voices 
and yet getting each individual 
instrument to sound — he knows 
how to keep everything in focus at 
once, from foreground melodies 
to supporting harmonies and 
background _countermelodies, 
from top to bottom. Cassandra 
Wilson’s vibrato-laden reading of 
the gospel number “Oh We Have 
a Friend in Jesus” drew suste- 
nance from Wycliffe Gordon’s 
low held tuba notes. 

Marsalis’s sung libretto is ser- 





polyphony and massed 
counterpoint — that is, 
with discordant, “ugly” sound. 
And this is the first of his pieces 
that I think finds its length by 
internal logic, and not merely by 
the composer’s ambition. As a jazz 
purist, he’s found the perfect 
material. Looking at the past, he 
can continue to mine jazz’s history 
and reconfigure it in his own voice. 
As a social humanist — one for 
whom the democracy of jazz is a 
living metaphor — Blood on the 
Fields represents his most fully 
realized vision. The piece ended 
not with the last note by the band 
but with the audience continuing 
the band’s syncopated clapping. If 
Blood on the Fields is about com- 
passion and healing, this joining of 
artists and audience in community 
was as real as it gets.

PREVIN’S AMERICAN PRO- 
GRAM included the late Morton 
Gould’s concert suite from Agnes 
DeMille’s 1948 Lizzie Borden 
ballet, Fall River Legend; Aaron 
Copland’s Clarinet Concerto, 
composed the same year for 
Benny Goodman, with BSO prin- 
cipal clarinettist William  R. 
Hudgins; William Schuman’s 
Third Symphony (1941); and 
George Gershwin’s Rhapsody in 
Blue (1924), a perennial Pops and 
Tanglewood favorite that had — 
astonishingly — never been per- 
formed before at a regular BSO 
subscription concert. It’s the all- 
American angle that’s so radical, 
but the dates tell you how deeply 
conservative and careful this pro- 
gram was. All these pieces were 
worth hearing, and Previn is an 
excellent advocate, though he is 
not the most exciting or personal- 
ly involved conductor around. 
What were the politics for not 
including something by a living 
American? 

“Skillful” is the word I want to 
use for the Gould and the 
Schuman — orchestrally lively 
works that keep you interested if 
not exactly glued to your seat. No 
theme or phrase remains etched 
in your mind. Gould’s suite takes 
mostly the folksy sections of the 
ballet and eliminates a lot of the 
darker material (what remains of 
that side has a melodramatic 
ring), yet folksy or dark, there’s

about it all. The Schuman is bril- 
liant and heroic, and very tightly 
constructed — the Passacaglia 
and Fugue first part and the 
Chorale and Toccata second part 
all evolving from the same basic 


theme. The parts proliferate, but 
even when the texture is thickest, 
nothing gets lost. Yet in some 
deep way, it’s still easy listening, 
pre-war style. 

Copland’s Clarinet Concerto is 
also lively and brief, tighter than 
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Gould’s ballet music, looser than 
Schuman’s symphony. It’s quite 
rhapsodic, actually, and romantic 
(the rocking rhythm of the first 
movement is established by a 
harp), with a whisper of jazz so 
modest, it’s almost amusing. 
Hudgins did a good job — his 
tone is clean, and he warmed it up 
as he warmed up in the cadenza 
and “Rather fast” second move- 
ment. 

The big disappointment was 
Rhapsody in Blue. First of all, 
because he was conducting from 
the piano, Previn needed to have 
the lid removed, and as a result the 
piano lost its edge. The sound got 
diluted and diffused somewhere 
over the stage. It sounded 
dampered when it needed to 
sound brash. And then Previn 
took the famous big theme at such 
a slow tempo (so that his fast play- 
ing didn’t have to be too fast?), it 
oozed when it should have soared. 
The most exciting playing came 
from clarinettist Thomas Martin 
in the fabulous opening, the slow- 
ly rising two-octave glissando wail 
that, according to program anno- 
tator Steven Ledbetter, Gershwin 
— a fan of Paul Whiteman clar- 
inettist Ross Gorman (who could 
do it) — probably decided to use 
before he actually wrote down a 
note. 


THUMBS UP for one of the 
BSO’s other recent guest soloists, 
violinist Josef Suk (Dvorak’s 
great-grandson), who played a 
big-toned, warmhearted, straight- 
forward Mozart Third Violin 
Concerto under BSO assistant 
conductor Richard Westerfield. 
The program began with a slight- 
ly too-understated Overture to

Rossini’s sidesplitting LJtaliana 
in Algeri and ended with a strong, 
beautifully played Shostakovich 
Symphony No. 15 (the compos- 
er’s last), which ranges from the 
satiric hilarity of another Rossini 
overture, William Tell (obsessive- 
ly quoted), to the outer-spaciest 
music this side of 2001. 
Westerfield said in an interview 
that he had at first planned to do 
the William Tell but then decided 
it would overemphasize those 
quotations. I think that he was 
wrong, that the change of plans 
was timid. To be a great musician, 
you need to go for broke on every 
decision. 

A couple of weeks later, Jeffrey 
Tate was the BSO’s welcome 
guest conductor, but thumbs way 
down for his soloist, the Russian 
pianist Elisabeth Leonskaja, who 
plunged with terrier-like enthusi- 
asm into each phrase and shook 
her head on the tremolos. Her 
eyes had the broad expressivity of 
Cecilia Bartoli, but what came out 
of the piano was an inarticulate, 
muffled, muddy rendering of 
Mozart’s Ninth Piano Concerto 
— this season’s low point. After 
intermission, Tate returned with a 
lovely, leisurely account of 
Bruckner’s Second Symphony, 
which the BSO has played only 
twice before. It was oddly unfo- 
cused programming, and the 
downer of the Mozart made it 
hard to want to pay attention. But 
when I did, I heard the orchestra 
playing lovely country dances, 
noble chorales, and brilliant fan- 
fares — many of which anticipate 
the later and much greater 
Bruckner, after he learned to give 
emotional shape to those vast 
expanses of time and space. |

RHAPSODY (Shanachie). Lots of 
bands have identity crises, but De 
Dannan can't even get their name 
right. This group from the village of 
An Spidéal (west of Galway) start- 
ed off life 22 years ago as Dé 
Danann (Gaelic for “Of the god- 
dess Danu”"), but somewhere 
between 1983's Song for Ireland 
and 1987's Ballroom it became De 
Dannan (which isn’t Gaelic for any- 
thing). The graphic on their previ- 
ous release, 1991's 1/2 Set in 
Harlem, even turned them into De 
Dannann. Maybe that’s what hap- 
pens when you change vocalists 
on almost every album (alumnae 
include Dolores Keane, Maura 
O'Connell, and Mary Black). 
Whatever, they now enjoy two 
Websites, one for each spelling. 
And Shanachie's packaging here is 
a mess, with no notes or lyrics, just 
titles, and those not all correct (the 
Gaelic song should read “Ar Eirinn 
Ni Neosainn Cé Hi"). Meanwhile 
Jackie Small gets thanked for 
Gaelic lyrics that don’t appear on 
the album. Oh yes, and my review 
copy mistracked repeatedly. 
Fortunately these guys can still 
play. The album title nods to 
Queen's Bohemian Rhapsody, 
and indeed the accordion-and- 
whistle-heavy title track is De 
Dannan’s arrangement of Freddie 
Mercury (they've already done 
Bach, klezmer, Dylan, and 
Lennon — on 1/2 Set in Harlem 
there’s even a Mayo-meets- 
Motown “Operator”). New vocalist 
Tommy Flemming gets seven of 
the 15 tracks to show off on, and 
he’s a keeper, from the hearty 
ballad “Captain Jack” to that 
Gaelic number, a spéir-bhean 
(fairy woman) story more affect- 
ing here than in the English-lan- 
guage version on Dervish's At the 
End of the Day.

mitted to celluloid. It's vastly enter- 
taining, raucously funny, and emo- 
tionally moving — all the things 
that Flynt’s magazine is not. Milos 
Forman’s film features bigger-than- 
life performances from Woody 
Harrelson as the smutmeister and 
vulgarian Flynt and Courtney Love 
as his ex-stripper true love and 
eventual wife, Althea. In the wake 
of their success, they're dogged by 
lawsuits from moral watchdogs 
ranging from future building-and- 
loan-scandal felon Jack Keating to 
the inevitable Jerry Falwell. 
Invariably the holier-than-thou 
windbags are outclassed by Flynt’s 
outrageous antics, though these 
become pathetic and clownish 
after an assassin's bullet paralyzes 
him.

EE YOU TONIGHT, brothers. Oh, and some 

cat is coming down from New Hampshire.” 

Kevin Patey is standing behind the counter, 
yelling good-bye to his friends as a recording of Big 
Sandy and His Flyright Boys plays in the back- 
ground. As | round the corner, past the departing 
brothers and an enormous 1950s Heywood 
Wakefield table (made in Gardner, Massachusetts), | 
find myself face to face with Patey, who is looking for 
all the world like Buddy Holly. He’s sporting a zip-up 
cardigan, and his hair is neatly slicked back in a DA 
(that’s duck’s ass, for those born in the 1960s). 

Patey sells retro furniture at Lost Engine Gallery, 

a hep little shop in a converted Allston fire station. 
The store’s wide front counter holds chunky 
Bakelite bracelets in orange and green, some stud- 


ard glance 


ded with tiny gold butterflies. Close by is a char- 
treuse panther lamp, which casts a very faint glow 
through the thick ceramic. (These were apparently 
set atop televisions “back in the days,” because 
watching Mr. Ed in total darkness-was considered 
hazardous to one’s health.) Tucked away down- 
stairs is a triumphant 1950s Moss lamp, with a big 
white base and brown fringe, like a giant mush- 
room. “You’d have to have the right pad for that,” 
says Patey. Indeed. 

Lost Engine owner Susie Bookbinder initially 
opened the place as an art gallery in 1995. The 
gallery didn’t exactly take off, so she started selling 
antiques to make rent. Six months later, the art was 
gone, and the furniture was multiplying. Today, the 
store has a polished, cared-for feel, unlike most 

used-furniture joints. (Bookbinder even 
offers free delivery.) Although the *50s reign 
supreme, other eras are represented at Lost 
Engine: there’s a Civil War oak dresser and a 
late-1930s French sofa with down-filled bro- 
cade cushions. 

Bookbinder has an especially nice collec- 
tion of Art Deco chrome pieces by Chase 
(the authentic ones have a winged horse 
stamped on the bottom), including an 
unusual toothpick holder. 

Patey declares: “This stuff has stood the 
test of time — it’s lasted 40 years, and it'll 
likely last another 40. New furniture is junk.” 

Bookbinder thinks most of the retro mania 
is Hollywood-driven, but she does hear a lot 
of people come in and say, “This totally 
reminds me of my childhood,” or, “My 
grandmother had these Roy Rogers pony 
chairs. | just have to get them.” 

Sometimes nostalgia overrules taste. 

Lost Engine Gallery, located at 14 Harvard 
Avenue, in Allston, is open Monday through 
Saturday from 11 to 6:30, and on Sunday 
from noon to 6 p.m. Call 254-4678.

Red Bordeaux 


A truly romantic smell must 
evoke a desire to satisfy other 
senses as well.

The smell of a rich red Bor- 
deaux wine is a good beginning. 
A glass designed for drinking 
Bordeaux will help concentrate 
the bouquet — put your nose just 
inside the glass and breathe 
deeply. For a deep, gamy smell, 
try an aged Chateau

ularly roquéfort or camembert 
served with purple seedless 
grapes. Keep these cheeses at 
room temperature for a few 
hours before serving and their 
smell will be pungent and rich, 
preparing your senses for even 
finer things.

WALK 
Mount Auburn Cemetery 


One doesn’t generally associate 
romance with the grave, but the 
Mount Auburn Cemetery, in Cam- 
bridge (at 580 Mount Auburn 
Street), is one of the loveliest spots 
in Greater Boston for a romantic 
stroll. A strange place to bring a 
date, perhaps, but then this is a 
place of contradictions: a tantaliz- 
ing combination of nature and ar- 
tifice, death and renewal. 

The final resting place of such 
luminaries as Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow, Mary Baker Eddy, 
and Isabella Stewart Gardner, the 
cemetery also has a maze of paths 
that wind through some of the 
most breathtaking urban country- 
side imaginable: ponds that 
emerge like visions from morning 
mists, softly flowing brooks, 
alarmingly precipitous hillsides 
(as its name suggests, the ceme- 
tery is situated on a hill). There 
are grand monuments, gentle 
slopes bearing shocks of flowers, 
and, nestled amid it all, a brood- 
ing Gothic church. 

- The cemetery’s collection of ex- 
otic trees and plants rivals that of 
the Arnold Arboretum. It also at- 
tracts a wide variety of rare birds 
and — be warned if you’re plan- 
ning on more than just walking — 
their attendant watchers. Make 
your way to the top of the hill, and 
Boston spreads out before you in 
all its pale beauty. Here you will 
find one of the most gorgeous 
places to watch the sun go down, 
but don’t stick around too long: 
the gates close at dusk.

“The Way You Look 
Tonight” 


Classic love songs have shared 
some basics since Chrétien de 
Troyes pitched woo — warm 
words, physical flattery, senti- 
mental reflection, and, most im- 
portant, intimations of love’s im- 
mortality.

The object of the singer’s 
affection is, he declares, perfect

the rest in nostalgic context that 
makes this standard a genre 
standout. “Tonight,” after all, 
isn’t tomorrow. And it’s ironic to 
beg, “Never, never change” after 
you've admitted that beauty (and 
potentially the romance and joy it 
inspires) will fade. Much more 
than just another tender fox trot, 
“The Way You Look Tonight” is 
an aubade sung at the dawning of 
that reality. “Someday, when I’m 
awfully low,/and the world is 
cold,/I will feel a glow just think- 
ing of you/and the way you look 
tonight.” Now can be forever — 
in your dreams. Lovely.

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online posse hunts an Internet stalker

21. Jayne Hitchcock and her husband 
Chris were sitting down to a holiday dinner 
with friends when they got the first of what 
would become a deluge of mysterious 
phone calls. Some were hang-ups, and 
some were more bizarre — “Loverboy” 
calling collect from somewhere unknown; 
a student calling from Germany wanting, 
he said in halting English, to discuss his 
“sexual fantasies.” 

“It was just odd at first, but it became 
terrifying,” recalls Hitchcock, the author of 
six nonfiction and children’s books. “We 
had no idea what was going on.” Another 
phone call, this one from a helpful 
stranger, provided a clue: “Do you know 
your name is being ‘spammed’ on sex 
ads all over the Usenet?” 

This news that Hitchcock’s name, 
phone number, and address were being 
disseminated indiscriminately on the 
Internet was the first sign that she was a 
victim of a new kind of harassment, one 
that exploits the breadth and 
interconnectedness of cyberspace to 
turn someone's life into absolute hell. 


Te: TROUBLE STARTED last December 
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The Internet has long operated 
according to its own generally accepted 
codes of conduct, and Usenet is no 
exception. Usenet is a vast network of 
newsgroups, Categorized discussions on 
every imaginable subject from quilting to 
body piercing. And newsgroup members 
adhere to certain tacit standards of 
behavior. Most maliciousness, for instance, 
is confined to “flame wars” — stinging 
online exchanges of sarcasm or insults. 

Clearly, though, the phone calls to 
Jayne Hitchcock went well beyond that. 
Once she was told about the spamming of 
her name, Hitchcock immediately sat down 
at her computer and went searching to see 
what her informant was talking about. On 
Dejanews, a website that allows users to 
search thousands of newsgroups with a 
few strokes of the keyboard, it didn’t take 
long for her to find hundreds of phony ads 
posted under her name, with her home 
address and phone number attached: 


Subject: LOVE BITES 
Female International Author, no limits 
to imagination and fantasies, prefers 
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group macho/sadistic interaction, 
including lovebites and indiscriminate 
scratches. Invites you to write or call to 
exchange exciting phantasies with her 
which will be the topic of her next 
book. No fee or hidden expenses for 
talented participants. Stop by my 
house. . . . Will take your calls day or 
night... . | promise you everything 
you've ever dreamt about... . 


“It was hell,” says Jayne Hitchcock a few 


weeks later from her home office in Crofton, 


Maryland. “The phone rang constantly. 
Meanwhile, we worried that these sex 
maniacs might drop by.” 

The harassment didn’t stop there. A 
series of inflammatory posts to 
newsgroups, ostensibly from Hitchcock, 
attracted hundreds of blistering e-mail 
responses. Department heads at the 
University of Maryland, where Hitchcock 
works as a teaching assistant, received 
insults and resignation notices forged with 
her name. Hitchcock's e-mail account was 
“mailbombed” with hundreds of nonsensical 
messages designed to short-circuit her 
account. Her husband's account was also 
bombed, as was that of her book agent, 
whose name was then also attached to 
inflammatory messages and also posted in 
various newsgroups. 

Who could have done all this, and why? 
Hitchcock suspected that she already 
knew the answer — the Woodside Literary 
Agency. 


F YOU'RE not a denizen of Usenet 

culture, you're missing out on watching a 
process akin to the populating of the Old 
West, as the wired world gradually shifts 
from a geek-cowboy frontier mentality to a 
gentle, kindly small-town culture. All over 

Usenet, virtual towns and neighborhoods 
have sprung up, and in a landscape where 
legal protections are still iffy, people are 
willing to stand up for their own. Part of this 
story is about a frightening aspect of the 
virtuality, the placelessness, of Internet 
culture: the way an unidentified person 
sitting at a keyboard anywhere in the world 
can terrorize the real life of almost anyone 
else. But another part is about a more 
heartening aspect of this placelessness: the 
fact that communities without borders really 
do exist, to the point where they can 
mobilize to defend a member under real 
attack. In a sense, it doesn’t matter if you're 
in Somerville and your “neighbors” are in 
Chevy Chase and Watts. All stories 
become local. 

Jayne Hitchcock first heard of the 
Woodside Literary Agency months earlier, 
on a Usenet group called misc. writing, 
where writers banter, discuss editors and 
font sizes, and add to the never-ending 
chronicles of misc.writingville, a 
metaphorical town with whimsical locations 
like Kate’s Bar and Grille, “located in the 
Writer's Block at the intersection of Hope 
and Despair.” The Woodside Literary 
Agency first appeared in misc. writing in 
January, 1996, when it cross-pested an ad 
to hundreds of diverse newsgroups, 
including rec.pet.cats, alt.business, 
sci.med.diseases.lyme, and even 
alt.binaries.pictures.lesbians. The ad read: 


The Woodside Literary Agency of 

New York City is now accepting new 
authors for publication, re: fiction and 
non-fiction (all kinds), Advances from 


publishers as high as 50,000 

dollars. ... We also handle magazine 
articles. Publishers paying as high as 
1,000 dollars. We have offices from 
New York City to Florida. Poems and 
screenplays are also in demand... . 


The Woodside posts, says Usenet 
expert Chris Lewis, were way out of line for 
three.reasons: “First of all, posting any 
message to that many groups is wrong, 
especially when its so far off-topic in most 
of them. It’s called ‘spamming’ and is 
viewed with contempt throughout Usenet. 
Secondly, most groups don’t like any 
commercial messages, whether spammed 
or not. Finally, if Woodside is running a 
scam, it shouldn't be posting anywhere.” 

To misc.writing regulars, who knew 
something about publishing, the Woodside 
ad smelled like a sucker pitch. What kind of 
agent is looking for poems at a time when 
the poetry market is so lousy? And hadn't 
agents stopped handling magazine articfes 
around the time of the Great Depression? 

As in the Wild West, a sharpie will 
occasionally blow through the 
misc.writing newsgroup offering sure-bet 
publication, the literary equivalent of 
snake oil and swampland. The more 
experienced regulars will usually pepper 
someone claiming to be an agent with 
specific questions: “How many clients do 
you have? How many have gotten 
legitimate publishing contracts through you? 
Tell us the names of your best half-dozen 
book sales in the last year. Do you charge 
your clients any up-front fees of any kind?” 

If they don't like what they hear, they do 
their best to warn their neighbors and ride 
the sharpie out of town. “Law enforcement 
and the courts can’t move fast enough,” 
says Marty Fouts, a misc.writing regular 
who lives in Silicon Valley. “Exposing a 
fraud is the best defense against it. This 
isn't vigilantism, it’s merely warning your 
neighbors that a bogus door-to-door 
salesman is making the rounds.” 

A number of writers posted their 
questions on the newsgroup and e-mailed 
copies to the Woodside Agency, but no 
answers were forthcoming. However, the 
commotion did shake loose some reports 
from people who had answered the ads. 
They portrayed Woodside as a “love your 
work, send me money” shop. Fred 
Thompson of Ottawa, Canada, wrote 
ruefully: 


Be warned! This does not sound like 
any legitimate business. | responded 
to a request to send in my mss to 
Woodside Literary Agency, James 
Leonard really, and was asked for a 
reading fee of $75 to be made out to 
James Leonard personally. | took the 
gamble even though realizing it was a 
possible come-on. Then | got a letter 
in three weeks saying that “welcome 
aboard” and asking for $250 for 
expenses while they promote your 
book to a publisher. Then if you sign 
this contract enclosed, another $250 if 
they haven't found a publisher in a 
year.... 


This, of course, is a highly irregular request 
in the publishing world, where agents are 
usually paid for succeeding, not for failing. 
Hitchcock had recently moved back to 
the United States after a stint in Japan 
with her Marine husband, and she needed 








an agent. She was new to the Internet, 
assumed Woodside was legitimate, and 
sent writing samples after seeing the first 
ads, which hadn't mentioned anything 
about charging fees. Woodside accepted 
her — and then infuriated her by asking 
for money to represent her. 

“| remember what it’s like to be a 
hopeful writer. If | hadn’t known better, | 
might've paid the money, too,” Hitchcock 
says. “Legitimate agents don’t ask for up- 
front fees; they make a percentage when 
they sell your writing. A phony agent is 
worse than no agent, because they don’t 
just steal your money, they also steal 
your dreams.” 

Several writers, including Hitchcock, 
began issuing warnings and complaining 
to Woodside’s Internet service provider 
(ISP). “We thought of it as a 
misc. writingville community-service 
project,” jokes Hitchcock. It was hard 
work — the agency posted over 8100 ads 
last year under a legion of bland names 
(John Lawrence, James Leonard, Dr. 
Susan Day, Alex Baker, Ted Denver). 
The writers had to hunt down the ads, 
post'a response, and send a copy to the 
agency’s ISP. As its accounts were 
canceled, Woodside would hop to new 
Internet companies, “spamming” ads as it 
went. “It was annoying,” says Patrick 
Ziselberger, of Somerville, who in 
misc.writingville appears as the Hound of 
Cullen. “The Woodside guy would post all 
over the place, but would especially 
target misc.writing. So | might log on and 
find 45 messages had come into the 
group overnight, but half of them might 
consist of the same ad repeated over and 
over again from Woodside.” 

Introducing a bit of levity to the 
campaign, some writers held a 
competition. The goal was produce 
something so bad that even Woodside 
would reject it. They all did their worst, but 
Wendy Chatley Green of Austin, Texas, 
was the only contestant who “won,” getting 
a hand-scrawled rejection from “Dr. Susan 
Day” for her unbearable cyberpoems. (“My 
love's like a bad, bad program/stored on 
magnetic tape,/sprinkled with chad and 
wrapped in perfs,/bound for my 
amusement,” read one.) 


VERYONE ELSE — even “Kiki 
Rothschild,” who proposed a neo-Nazi 

novel called Even Hitler Got the Blues — 
received an acceptance letter from 
Woodside congratulating them for being 
among the one in 20 that Woodside accepts, 
and asking for a $150 “reading fee.” 

Although Hitchcock was just one of 
many writers challenging its ads, the 
Woodside agency targeted her in 
particular for retaliation. To her wamings 
about the agency, it posted responses that 
were cryptic (“FART!” read one in its 
entirety), baroque (“How bitter are sour 
grapes. Be it known that all who attack 
literary agents have in 99% of the time 
been rejected, so they bite their own tail, 
and cry, cry, cry,”), or downright scary. 
One message, repeated over and over 
again, read “SUBJECT: HITCHCOCK, 
PLEASE STOP DON'T CALL THE 
AGENCY COLLECT ANYMORE. THEY 
KNOW ABOUT YOU. IT’S AN 
OBSESSION. I'M REALLY NOT 
INTERESTED IN YOU. EVERYTHING 
THAT COULD BE SAID HAS BEEN SAID. 
STOP IT NOW... .” 





“| never called them collect,” says 
Hitchcock. “You can check my phone 
records.” 

In August, the agency threatened to sue 
Hitchcock and other newsgroup posters; it 
also posted claims in group after group that 
she was a pornographer who was bitter 
because Woodside had rejected her. 
Because of both the lawsuit threat and 
what she considered a clear-cut case of 
libel, Hitchcock consulted an attorney. He 
began preparing a case, and also began 
forwarding copies of relevant Woodside- 
related posts to the New York Attorney 
General's office with a suggestion that 
investigators might want to look into the 
agency’s practices. Woodside’s lawsuit 
never materialized. 

For most of last year, Woodside posted 
messages with its name clearly identified 
and its e-mail address attached to its ads. 
Shortly before the holidays, however, 
Woodside started putting phony return e- 
mail addresses on its advertising so that 
complaints would go to the wrong 
mailboxes and to the wrong ISP. It was this 
technique that somebody would use a few 
weeks later, says klitchcock, to post 
counterfeit messages in her name. “Of 
course,” she says, “it is not so difficult to do 
with some software, so that’s not anything 
like direct proof, but | had no reason to 
suspect anybody but Woodside.” 

Because of the continuing harassment 
and the fear of bodily harm, Hitchcock 
called the FBI and was assigned an agent 
to look into her case. Still, that didn’t solve 
the immediate problem of the phone calls 
and angry e-mails. Hitchcock changed her 
e-mail address, and then she did 
something people in small towns often do 
in situations like this: she decided to appeal 
to her Internet neighbors, who in this case 
were scattered across North America and 
Europe. Most of them she has never met 
face to face, but they had proved reliable 
friends and confidants in long 
conversations over months. A small posse 
was rounded up and an informal mailing list 
begun, an ad hoc network of people 
communicating by e-mail to coordinate their 
efforts. 

“What happened to Jayne shouldn't have 
happened to anyone,” says Sally Towse, 
an amateur Internet sleuth from Saratoga, 
California. “Quite frankly, | had little faith in 
Woodside’s ISP, which didn’t seem to be 
putting a great deal of importance to the 
problem at first, or the ability of the FBI or 
the police to move with the speed that was 
obviously necessary with the forged ‘Love 
Bites’ posts.” 

The first priority was to stop the damage 
by quickly answering and then canceling 
the phony “Love Bites” posts. Members of 
misc. writing fanned out across Usenet, 
hunting down posts and putting up 
responses. They recruited Chris Lewis, a 
highly regarded computer-security expert 
from Ottawa who, in his free time, works as 
an anti-spammer. He has written wide- 
ranging “cancelbot” software that erases 
spam posts before they can do much 
damage. Lewis informed the group that he 
and anti-spamming colleagues were 
already searching out and destroying the 
forged Hitchcock Love Bites posts, as well 
as a whole new round of hundreds of ads 
Woodside had posted a few days later. 

The spamming of commercial ads into 
group after group has been considered a 
problem on Usenet for some time. The 
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practice received wider attention in 1994, 
when a couple of lawyers advertised in 
almost every newsgroup in existence that 
their agency could help non-citizens get US 
green cards. Since then, the specter of 
Usenet’s becoming nothing but ads has 
haunted many of the people who hold the 
medium dear. A few, like Lewis, have 
worked to develop software that can find 
and suppress all mass postings that repeat 
more times than is generally considered 
reasonable. 

While one group of misc. writing 
members was dealing with the outlaw posts 
themselves, another was working to find 
out what it could about both the Love Bites 
poster and the Woodside Literary Agency. 
It still hadn’t been proven beyond doubt that 
the two were connected; though the 
Internet can be used to invade privacy, it 
can also be used, for better and worse, to 
provide a shield. 

Hitchcock, Towse, Fouts, and other 
amateur Internet detectives familiar with the 
agency’s posts compared notes via e-mail. 
“Exactly who is Woodside, anyway?” they 
asked. Although Woodside attempted to 
give the impression of being a large 
agency, signing its posts with more than a 
half-dozen names of supposed agents, 
nearly all seemed to be written with the 
same idiosyncratic grammar, spelling, and 
punctuation. The group called the mystery 
poster “Woody.” 

The amateur cybersleuths used CD- 
ROM directories to search every white- 
pages directory in the country. They found 
that two of the three addresses listed on 
Woodside stationery had phones registered 
in the name of one Ursula Sprachman. The 
third address, the agency’s “main office” in 
Woodside, New York, apparently had no 
listed number. However, Edward Zorn, a 
New Yorker from misc. writing, took a trip to 
the state’s Department of Motor Vehicles 
and, for a $3 fee, found out that a Dodge 
Raider parked in front of Woodside’s main 

office was registered to Sprachman as well. 

A question arose: was is it possible that 
Woody was a woman? Conjecture came 
back at e-mail speed: Ursula Sprachman 
might be a girlfriend or wife uninvolved in 
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the scam. Or maybe Sprachman was 
“Woody's” mom. Maybe she was part of a 
husband-wife team, perhaps the partner of 
the man with a slightly Germanic accent 
whose voice could be heard an the 
agency's answering machine. 

I'd heard that voice several times, trying 
to get answers and comments for this story. 
The agency never returned my calls, but on 
one attempt | finally reached a live person, 
a woman. 

“You'll need to talk with one of the 
agents, but they’re all in a meeting,” she 
said. She refused to comment on anything, 
to reveal the names of Woodside’s 
principals, or to give her own name. “Why 
don’t you put your questions in writing and 
mail them to the agency?” she suggested. 
Before hanging up, she denied being, or 
even knowing, Ursula Sprachman, and she 
continued to hang up in response to 
repeated follow-up calls. 

Stan Kid, a misc.writing regular who also 
happens to have a day job as a police 
sergeant in Nassau County, Long Island, 
decided to take a walk past Woodside’s 
headquarters. He issued an e-mail report: 


| found the “main office” at 33-29 
58th St, Woodside, NY. It is a private 
attached two-family house in a 
crappy industrial neighborhood. An 
aluminum awning stretched from the 
house to the sidewalk. On the front of 
the awning was a sign, “The 
Woodside Literary Agency.” Next to 
the entrance of the awning was a 
shingle which said “USP Family 
Counseling and Psychotherapy.” | 
went up the steps and found a 
wrought iron, open scrollwork door 
blocking the way to the porch and 
front door. There was a mail slot in it 
and a hand-written note taped to it. 
Said, “This is the mail box.” The 
wrought iron door also had a knocker 
on it, the use of which brought no 
one. | sat and watched the house for 
over an hour. No one came or went. 
If the FBI or any other law 
enforcement agency gets involved, it

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shouldn't take too much detective work to 
find J. Leonard or Dr. Susan Day. Maybe 
even Jimmy Hoffa. 


The cyberdetectives continued their attempts 
to pin down the source of the Love Bites posting. 
Sally Towse decided to try a technique she'd 
learned earlier: “Someone once posted an article 
anonymously, claiming to be a misc.writing 
regular. Generally, that’s considered a sign of 
bad faith, and | took exception to the post, so | 
began noodling around, taking certain pieces of 
information from its header and comparing it with 
posts from known contributors of the group.” 

The header is a string of technical information 
attached to every e-mail and Usenet posting. “It 
looks like gibberish to most people,” says Towse, 
“but if you read it right, it can tell you all sorts of 
things about the person’s computer, ISP, and 
geographic location. | had been successful then 
in identifying the anonymous poster, so | 
wondered if | could do the same thing here.” 

Towse says it’s like blood analysis at a crime 
scene: a process of ruling out suspects until you 
have just one, or at most a few, who match the 
blood type and other factors. She went 
laboriously through the Love Bites postings and 
compared their header information to that of all 
other recent posters in those same newsgroups. 
Time after time, she consistently found a perfect 
match with only one other set of posts — the 
messages that Woodside had just put up 
advertising its agency. Both were sent using an 
old version of Windows and the same rarely 
used, badly outdated “x-mailer” software, and 
both came through the same Internet provider, 
IDT in New York. She reported to the e-mail 
group: “Of the zillions (it seems . . . but really not 
that many) of posts | checked, no one had that x- 
mailer-type AND used IDT New York for posts, 
except Woodside and the forging spammer.” 

Had Towse found the smoking gun that 
everyone was looking for? Not exactly. It was 
more like a bloody glove with a rare blood type. 
The odds were extremely good that the two 
posts were from the same computer, but not 
absolutely provable. However, a spam-canceling 
colleague of Lewis’s, Stan Kalisch Ill, moved the 
group closer to establishing the connection. 
While canceling posts, he ran across a curious 


anomaly in three Usenet groups, 
alt.culture.usenet, alt.society.anarchy, and 
talk.origins — the standard Woodside 
advertisement, posted from the same software, 
but with Hitchcock’s name and e-mail address 
inexplicably attached to the message header. 

To the cyberdetectives, only one scenario 
seemed to make sense: that Woody had posted 
the forged “Love Bites” come-ons, and had then 
sent out ads for the agency, but had neglected 
to switch from its counterfeit Hitchcock address 
to the other until after accidentally posting three 
times. Chris Lewis wrote a carefully worded 
report to the e-mail group: “This is a good 
smoking gun, in that what appears to be a 
normal Woodside advertisement appears to be 
coming from the same account that was forging 
the Hitchcock stuff.” He added, however, that 
only subpoenaing the records of IDT would 
answer the question for sure. , 

This new anomaly in the message headers 
may not have been absolute proof, but when 
added to everything else it was enough for 
Hitchcock's attorney, John A. Young, of New York 
City. On January 13, in the United States District 
Court, Eastern District of New York, Young filed a 
lawsuit against Ursula Sprachman and any other 
“John Does and Richard Roes . . . of the 
Woodside Literary Agency,” asking for actual and 
punitive damages totaling $10 million. Explains 
Young: “The suit charges that Woodside and its 
cohorts have terrorized and harassed Jayne 
Hitchcock through a pattern of racketeering which 
includes forgery, libelous defamation, and other 
criminal activity by which the defendants willfully 
and maliciously have caused her acute emotional 
distress and placed her in fear of sexual or other 
physical assault and of her very life.” 

Young believes the case could be precedent- 


setting: “I think it will be established that, while the

At this writing, Woodside has not responded to 


the suit. In late January, it spammed ads to 
hundreds of groups again, this time under the 
name “International Literary Agency,” sending 
the misc. writing response squad and the spam- 
cancellers scrambling in pursuit. Still, there have 
been no new spams of the Love Bites variety. 
Finally, after a few weeks, just as the scary 
phone calls had dwindled down to just one or two 
per day and the Hitchcocks began breathing 
easier again, there came something new to deal

Big Burrito lives up to its name, serving overstuffed burri- 
tos for a nice price ($3.95 to $5.65). This brightly painted 
Tex-Mex spot in Allston has a casual ranch-style am- 
biance, with picnic tables and bar stools, and offers many 
healthier alternatives to fast food. The burritos come in 
beef, chicken, pork, chili, steak, fish, or veggie versions, 
and the black beans, rice, cheese, and lettuce packed into 
the 12-inch tortillas are fresh and mostly fat-free. Health- 
fulness is a theme here: the salsa, black beans, sour 
cream, and barbecue marinades are also ail fat-free. 

Big Burrito cooks up other traditional Tex-Mex fare such 
as tacos ($1.95 to $2.50) and quesadillas ($2.95 to $3.75). 
Its spicy signature salad is called the Western, a combina- 
tion of lettuce, corn, black beans, and cilantro topped with 
warm tortilla chips and cheddar and jack cheeses ($4.50,

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How to construct a very fashionable bistro 
around a very unfashionable Cuisine 


Sandrine’s

NE MUST ADMIRE chef Raymond 

Ost for dedicating his new restaurant to 

the cuisine of Alsace. It would be hard 
to find a more unfashionable menu. Every kind 
of French food is out of style right now, with the 


possible exception of Provengal cooking, and Al- 
sace is about as far from the Mediterranean as 


atop mashed potatoes studded with diced veg- 
etables. For vertical emphasis, there were fried 
potato shreds heaped up like Lyle Lovett’s hair 
— a fancy, hotel-restaurant presentation of a 
dish with hearty, bistro flavors. 

Cog au vin riesling ($16) is fully Alsatian. I 
couldn’t taste the spicy white wine that is the ba- 








you can get. Its food has been lampooned by 
Parisian visitors for centuries. That’s not so say 
that Alsatian food isn’t good, in its Teutonic 
way, but it isn’t fashionably light and it isn’t 
fashionably spicy. With onions, sauerkraut, 
smoked meats, fish balls, and cream sauces, Al- 
satian food can be hearty bistro cooking. But 
Sandrine’s is a bistro mostly in name; few 
bistros have such beautifully arranged platters, 
or such prices. 

Chef Ost has created the most elegant bistro 
imaginable, and the most exquisitely subtle Alsa- 
tian food. Observing the difficulties of the pre- 
ceding restaurant in its space, 8 Holyoke, where 
sometimes every dish was unfamiliar and highly 
flavored, Ost has also tucked a bit of Franco- 
American comfort food 
onto the menu, such as an 
excellent clam chowder ($4 
for a cup, $5 bowl). 

However, his signature 
dish, for which he has in- 
stalled a special wood-fired 
oven, is an Alsatian flam- 
mekueche (I’ve also seen it 
written “flammen 
kuechen”),which turns out 
to be pizza. Well, very thin- 
crust pizza, with a topping 
that leans heavily on onions 
and chunks of fatty smoked 
bacon. If you think of the 
most onion-rich bite of the 
best bialy you ever had, 
that’s something of the idea 
of the flammekueche. 

The evening flam- 
mekueche is an oval flat- 
bread, served on a plywood 
peel and cut into eight 
hand-sized slices. It could 
be a group appetizer. The straight onion version 
($8) is the juiciest, with mushroom ($8, still 
with onions and bacon) a little less intense, and 
smoked chicken ($7) strictly for the bacon-shy 

among us. 

The breadbasket is quite inviting, and soups 
are also good, both the chowder and a soup of 
the day ($3, $4), which was roasted red pepper. 
I also enjoyed a pea soup, loaded with fried 
onions, as part of an Alsatian lunch special of 
pea soup, flammekueche, and apple tart ($15). 

An evening appetizer, apple-smoked salmon 
($10), was exquisite fish served with wildly over- 
salted potato galettes (latkes to you, Mac), as 
well as plenty of sour cream, capers, and tendrils 
of green fennel. Generally, the composed dishes 
at Sandrine’s weren’t oversalty, but diners did 
note unusual thirst later on. This isn’t unusual in 
French cooking, and contributes to the “French 
paradox” of relative heart health amid a lot of 
saturated fats and dubbed Jerry Lewis movies. 

All three of the entrees I tried at various meals 
were well salted, and to generally tasteful effect. 
A rack of lamb ($25) was three exquisite loin 
chops, done rare as ordered, with a rich, smoky 
side order of chopped cabbage, and — the 
bistro touch — oven-fried wedges of red potato. 
Here the salt was in the savory sauce. Same sto- 
ry with a luncheon plate of the day, veal scallop- 
ine ($14). Nothing Alsatian about this one ex- 
cept the salty brown sauce. The veal was highly 
tenderized and beautifully arranged into a disk

sis of this dish, but there was an excellent chick- 
en flavor in the creamy sauce — and with but- 
tered noodles and a few mushrooms, all this 
lacked was vegetables. 

The only letdowns at Sandrine’s were per- 
functory dishes like a grilled-chicken sandwich 
($9) — dry and tasteless, limp french fries — 
and a small caesar salad ($8) with grilled chick- 
en breast and a dull dressing. 

The wine list is expensive but choice, and 
there is also a list of beers, including Alsace’s 
own Fischer ($6.25), a winey-tasting brew. For 
an appropriate wine, you could do well with a 
pinot blanc from Lorentz ($5.50 a glass; $21 
bottle), which has the typical Alsatian dry ele- 
gance. Fruity California wines also go with this 
food, as we found with a 
glass of Hahn chardon- 
nay ($6), almost as spicy 
as an Alsatian riesling. 

Desserts were all out- 
standing. As a group, 
they tended to be small 
and prettily arranged, 
again in the style of the 
hotel dining room rather 
than the bistro. A 
poached pear croustillant 
($5.50) was a crispy fruit 
poached with comple- 
mentary spices, mounted 
on fabulously crunchy 
pastry. But the most im- 
pressive dessert might be 
a chocolate-almond tart 
($4) in which the choco- 
late is a soufflé-like filling 
in a milder pudding cake, 
all on a pool of yellow 
coffee-flavored créme 

















anglaise, and topped with 
whipped cream. 

The setting has been subtly changed from that 
of 8 Holyoke without doing violence to a very 
pretty room. The front entrance has been re- 
done in art nouveau metal like that of several fa- 
mous Paris bistros. The interior has cream walls, 
with red and teal accents, but almost no framed 
art — quite a departure from the classic Paris 
bistros there. 

Service is exceptionally good without formali- 
ty. The restaurant does needs a more distinctive 
sound than the Gipsy Kings, Kenny G, and Ste- 
vie Nicks, and a problem for the longer term is 
posed by the placement of the wood-fired oven 
in the dining room and a second open kitchen in 
the back. Although the sound is under control, 
the light is not, and both cooking stations send 
glaring light horizontally at eye level. Both open 
cooking stations are well ventilated, which cre- 
ates an inrushing cold draft despite the double- 
doored entry. More pleasantly, I noted a won- 
derful smell of grilling onions well down the 
street on a damp night. 

In all, Sandrine’s Bistro is wonderfully con- 
ceived and executed. I hope it starts a revival of 
French restaurants on a strictly provincial basis, 
as there are at least 10 more French regional 
cuisines of importance unrepresented in greater 
Boston. And now, with Sandrine’s joining Rialto, 
Henrietta’s Table, sand Casablanca, Harvard 
Square can add a reputation for serious restau- 
rants to its other attractions. Ee)

A large and 
pretty place, with a rotation of exotic Per- 
sian dishes in a generic Middle East and 
American kosher (meat) menu.
